coal strike. The government has 
made every effort consistent with 
its duty as trustee for the people 
to avert this calamity. The pro- 
posals of the government have been 
supported by many of the most re- 
sponsible leaders of the miners’ fed- 
eration. They have been regarded 
by all sections of the people as fair 
and reasonable. 

“The government offered to sub- 
mit the miners’ claim for an in- 
crease in wages to an impartial trib- 
unal and to abide by the resuit. This 
offer the miners refused. ‘ The gov- 
ernment offered to give the in- 
crease asked for if the miners would | 
restore the present low production 
of coal to the figures of the early 
part of the present year. 

“This, too, the miners refused 
against the advice of their most ex- 
perienced leaders. There are at- 
tempting now to-gain their ends by 
force. The nation must and will re- 
sist such an attack with all its 
strength and there @n be no doubt 
as to the issue. 

“The citizens must help each oth- 
er to lessen the inconveniences and 
suffering which the miners’ strike 
will cause.

is estimated that on January 1, 
1921, a deficit of approximately 
$500,000 will be shown. The $1,- 
000,000 increase for the treasury 
would have taken care of the 1919 
appropriations made for the pres- 
ent year and left a balance in the 
purse of the commonwealth had 
the general assembly‘of 1920 made 
no additional appropriations, the 
tax commissioner stated. 
Six Million Dollar Revenue. 

The taxable property of corpora- 
tions returned this year is $165,393,- 
453; the total of the taxable prop- 
erty of 1919 is $982,800,863, and 
added to this last named sum the 
increase of this year, $198,000,000, ® 
the total value of all taxable prop- 
erty in Georgia for 1921 is $1,326,- 
194,316. This will bring in a total 
revenue of approximately $6,000,000 
after the expenses of collection are 
paid. 

An examination of the records 


of the tax commissioner’s office 
revealed yesterday that the nk- 
ing increase next to that own 
this year was $85,000,000 in 1918, 
the closing twelve months of the 
Judge J. C. Hart’s administration 
as commissioner.

COAL CAR FAVORITISM 
CHARGED BY HARDING. 

Terre Haute, Ind., October 16.— 
“Favoritism” in the distribution of 
coal cars, due to failure to enforce 
provisions of the Cummins-Esch 
law, was biamed by Senator Har- 
ding in a speech here today for 
much .of the present confusion in 
the coal situation and for the in- 
ability of the coal miners in some 
localities to obtain constant em- 
ployment. 

The senator praised the law as 
one of the most beneficial ever 
enacted for coal miners, but said 
features of it had been “set aside” 
by the administration so that some 


of the most injurious practices of | 


the past were 
tinue. 

MORE FOREIGN TRADE 
URGED BY HARDING. 

St. Louis, October 16.—The exten- 
sion of American banking and 
merchant marine facilities, coupled 
with more efficient development of 
an inland waterways system, were 
advocated here tonight bf} Senator 
Harding as steps toward the de- 
velopment of the nation’s foreign 
trade. 

Mexico, South America, Asia, 
Africa and Australia were designat- 
ed by the republican nominee as dis- 
tricts offering inviting opportuni- 
ties for American foreign com- 
merce. The establishment of an in- 
ternational financial system and the 
extension of the merchant marine

would aid in developing trade with. 


the more distant parts of the world, 
he said, while a co-ordinating pol- 
icy of inland waterways develop- 
ment would open the way to Mexico 
and South American republics. 

The senator’s speech here, con- 
cluding his present campaign trip, 
was delivered at the end’ of’a hard 
day of speechmaking across  In- 
diana and Illinois. On the way here 
from Indianapolis he stopped at 
Terre Haute for an hour's meeting 
and made short speeches from the 
rear platform of his car in numer- 
ous other cities. 

More Markets Wwanhte ed, 

Quoting statistics of the nation’s 
foreign trade, Senator Harding said 
in his night speech here that it 
was apparent Europe could not be 
expected to offer in the future the 
same market for American goods 
she had provided before the world 


war. The development of markets 
in other parts of the globe was par- 
ticularly desirable beeause the de- 
mand there was for manufactured 
goods which America could most 
easily Supply. He cited the Brit- 
ish expansion of foreign financial 
connections as an example of what 
might be done in that direction by 
an enterprising nation. 

“Our own government has sig- 
nally failed to extend its indus- 
trial and commercial enterprises 
anything like the sort of encour- 
agement and support which has been 
given British industries by the Brit- 
ish government,” said the candidate. 
‘ ‘far as we properly 
should 


may, we 
co-ordinate all the facili- 
ties of finance, of domestic and 
overseas transportation, of tariff 
policy, of trade agreements, of con- 
solidated credit, in order to direct 
our foreign trade into new fields. 
“In the effort at expansion of 
foreign trade there must be consid- 


-eration for two particular instru- 
y,ments: of that trade. 


There must 
be expansion of American banking 
facilities and the opening of Amer- 
ican trade routes under the Amer- 
ican flag in the interest of Amer- 
ican trade to all the countries with 
which we desire to cultivate larger 
commerce. 

“We need once more to open the 
great waterways as the avenues of 
our commerce. Unrestricted com- 
petition between railways and wa- 
terways is good for neither and 
thoroughly bad for the country as 
a whole. We might well learn a 
lesson from Europe, which before 
the great war had developed its 
waterway systems to the _ point 
where they carried an astonishing 
proportion of all traffic. 


New Era in Mexico. 


“The Mississippi river is the nat- 
ural gateway to the sister republic 
south of us. I foreseé at no dis- 
tant time ufider a wise and stead- 
fast foreign policy, a new era in 
our relations with Mexico, a new 
epoch of development for all the 
regions of the Caribbean and be- 
yond. We will not seek anything 
like the privilege of mere exploita- 
tion, hich must be our aim to 
give aimerensty of opportunity and 
advantage to those by whose de- 
velopment we would hope in reason- 
able part to profit. We must make 
our friends and neighbors of Latin- 
America all the way from the Rio 
Grande to Cape Horn understand 
and believe that we seek no advan- 
tage for ourselves that shall not 
apPly at least in equal measure of 
advantage for them. 

“Convinced as I am that the 
Panama canal has a peculiar con- 
cern to the people of our central 
valley, it has long been a matter 
of profound regret to me that the 
canal should not have been made 
one of ,the great free highways of 
American trade. I cannot but feel 
that the policy of a democratic ad- 
miniStration in administering the 
eanal has failed sadly in realizing 
its possibilities. It will be our aim 
if clothed with authority to cor- 
rect the mistakes of the past and 
te devise’ a constructive American 
program for the future.” 


AS WAFFLE-EATER, 
HE CLAIMS TITLE 
OF ENTIRE WORLD 


New York, October 16.—The title 
of champion waffle eater of the 
world today was claimed by Private 
Paul Francis Jones, of the United 
States marine corps. He established 
this claim last night by eating 
twenty-e" and one-half of 
corrugated pastries in thirty min- 
utes flat, in a contest with a repre- 
sentative of the army at the Grand | 
Central palace. 

A large, mouth-watering  au- 
dience witnessed the feat, for which 
Frivate Jones rehearsed in the aft- 
erncon by eating a porterhouse 
steak smothered in onions, French 
fried potatoés, asparagus, dough- 
nuts and coffee.

CONGRESS OF WOMEN 
FAVORED BY GOV. COX 


To Frame Social Legislation 
for Presentation to Pres- 
ident and Congress. 


Cleveland, Ohio, October 16—A na- 
tional women’s. congress to frame a 
program of social legishation and 
administration for-presgentation to 
the president and congress was ad- 
vocated here today by Governor 
Cox, democratic presidential candi- 
date, in- addressing an audience of 
women. 

The candidate’s address preceded 
his political speéch here and fol- 
lowed a morning of campaigning in 
which he spoke at Sandusky and, 
Elyria en route here from Detroit. 

Urging larger participation of 
women in national affairs and cit- 
ing socjal legislation enacted during 
his gubernatorial administration, 
the governor told his women audi- 
tors at a non-partisan meeting at 
a local hotel that there was much. 
to be done for human welfare and 
social progress. He also champion- 
ed the league of nations as*a meas- 
ure to protect women and children 
from the horrors of war. 


Much to Be Done. 


“From my experience in Ohio,” 
said the governor, “you may. know 
what to expect when I am elected 
president. There is much to be done 
for human welfare and social pro- 
gress. We must stamp out disease, 
oppression and ignorance and elim- 
inate neglect. With woman only at 
the threshold of political work in 
America, I cannot call upon you for 
congressional action, but we can 
work in common purpose with com- 
mon counsel, and it would seem to 
me perfectly proper and fitting 
that a national meeting be called of 
representatives of every woman's 
organization in America to formu- 
late a plan for congress and the 
executive for social legislation and 
administration.” 

Governor Cox pledged his support 
to reforms contained in the San 
Francisco platform, including fed- 
eral co-operation with the states 
for protecting infants and to. re- 
move illiteracy. In this connection 
he urged establishment of a federal 
bureau of Americanization to edu- 
cate aliens. 

Regarding the bureau of educa- 
tion, Governor Cox said: 

“At present the federal bureau of 
education is buried with a varied 
assortment of national business in 
the department of the interior. My 
opponent has spoken recently for a 
new department of public welfare 
under which to group certain social 
welfare activities. While T am in

herty accord with the idea of home- | 
clening out government departmen 

and sorting out the human from 
the technical problems, I feel that 
we should look forward to giving 
education and health equat consider- 
ation with labor, 
ing all social oyestions .gain in an-

“In the last congress, Governor 
Cox charged, a “baby’s bill,” provid- 
ing “for maternity and infant care 
waited in vain while reactionary 
leaders spént their time ‘scrapping’ 
the league of nations.” 

“I am in favor of gorng tnto the 
league,” he said, “not aloné to keep 
children from the terrible experi- 
ences of war, but to enrich their 
lives by turning out national re- 
sources from battleships and arma- 
ments into school houses, play- 
grounds, work for health, child hy- 
giene and child happiness.

COX NOT INDORSED 
BY LABOR FEDERATION 


Dayton, O., October 16.—Adher- 
ing to the policy of the American 
| Federation of Labor, the Ohio State 
Federation of Labor, In convention 
here, made no endorsement of poli- 
tical candidates. Through a misun- 
derstanding, it was reported on Oc- 
tober 14 that the convention had en- 
dorsed Governor James M. Cox, the 


democratic presidential candidate. 

A resolution endorsing Governor 
Cox’s candidacy was submitted to 
the legislative committee along with 
a number of other resolutions. The 
legislative committee in its report 
to the convention, recommended no- 
concurrence in the Governor Cox 
resolution, pointing out that it was 
the policy of*the American Federad- 
tion of Labor not to endorse indi- 
vidual candidates and that such pol- 
icy should be followed by the Ohio 
federation.

Cleveland, Ohio, October 16.— 
‘More charges against Senator Har- 
ding of vacillatio nupon the league. 
of nations—“of somersaulting, wig- 
gling and wobbling”—were made by 
Governor Cox in a statement issued 
here tonight and in five speeches 
closing his three days’ Ohio cam- 
paign. 

Senator Harding’s address yester- 
day at Indianapolis was the basis 
of Governor Cox’s renewed assault. 
Thp* governor declared that it was 
the senator’s twelfth “flop” upon 
the league issue and he charged his 
opponent with “attempting to wig- 
gle himself into the presidency.” 

Cox Confident of Victory. 

That the senator’s Indianapolis 
speech was a plea to league advo- 
cates, after “rejection” of the 
league in the republican nominee’s 
Des Moines address, was asserted by 
Governor Cox, who pictured the sen- 
ator as leaving “his dugout” and 
crying “kamerad, kamerad, to the 
hosts of peace.” The governor pré& 
dicted victory confidently, declaring 
the issue was drawn and that “the 
jury has the evidence and it calmly 
but happily awaits the hour to ren- 
‘der the verdict.” 

“A great, great principle has 
been vindicated in the hearts of the 
American people,” said the gover- 
nor’s statement tonight, following 
similar declarations in speeches to 
two large armory crowds here and 
others at Elyria, Fremont and 
Clyde. “They are for the league of 
nations. 

“When the senatorial oligarchy 
wrote the republican platform at 
Chicago, it was deliberately made 
meaningless and vague. It was the 
vehicle which was to enable the 
sénatorial candidate to ride through 
the campaign assuming the attitude 
of all things to all people. To the 
Johnson followers he said what they 
desired to hear; to the friends of 
Taft and Root and Wickersham his 
speech was veiled innuendo and im- 


plication. In the face of the great- 


est issue in ;° the history of the 
centuries it was unfortunate that 
& great political party did not take 
a more definite stand. It was pa- 
thetic to see its candidate attempt- 
ing to wiggle himself into the 
presidency. The spectacle has been 
tragic for weeks and every commu-

Storm of Protest. 

“I was convinced when I left the 
gzreat western country that a storm 
of protest and indignation was 
growing. It is here, and Senator 
Harding is helpiess in No Man’s 
Land, bereft of public confidence. 
Within a week Judge Taft sent for- 
ward a flag of truce from Vancou- 
ver, stating that his candidate had 
seen the light. On yesterday, Judge 
Root and thirty-one associates, in 
New York came forward with an- 
other flag of truce. This morning 
Senator Harding himself leaves the 
dugout and comes to the hosts of 
peace with his hands to high Heav- 
en, crying ‘Kamerad, kamerad.’ 
America has heard this cry before, 
and by experience it has found that 
it came from those who could not 
‘be trusted, even after they. surren- 
dered. Speaking plainly—and _ the 
time has come for plain speech— 
Senator Harding deserves his pres- 
ent plight. No man who, in the 
midst of grave conditions, exhibits 
only words, words and then more 
words, which mean nothing, de- 
serves the confidence of the people.

Diplomats Show Irritation 
Diplomats have made no formal 
protest. The state department, how- 
ever, has been evidence of irritation 
among members of the corps in 
Washington. Since the opinion of 
the attorney general failed to sus- 
tain the department’s contention 
that examination exemption be con- 
tinued, it sought recourse through 
the public statement, the text of 
which follows: 

“Regarding published references 
to the importation ef liquor by for- 
eign diplomatic officers, the de- 
partment of state made the follow- 
ing statement:

Differences have arisen between 
state and treasury officials on the 
question.

The treasury was said to 
have formulated a policy then and 
asked the state department for its 
views. 

Embarrassment Foreseen 

Foreseeing the possibility of em- 
barrassment should baggage of dip- 
lomats be examined, the state de- 
partment sought and obtained a de- 
lay in issuance of the new restric- 
tions. Late in August, however, 
Assistant Secretary Shouse, who has 
jurisdiction over both the customs

nounced only this week, applied to 
Attorney General Palmer for an 
opinion interpreting the Volstead 
act on the point involved. That 
opinion was said to hold that all im- 
portation of liquor was barred by 
the act.

To Search Baggage. 

Mr. Shouse simultaneously sent 
confidential instructions to the cus- 
toms authorities to remove ali 
liguor stocks found in the personal 
‘effects of visiting diplomats and 
hold it for personal delivery to a 
memebr of oy diplomat’s household. 
This cause particvlar concern 
among state deparement officials, 
who fear that the diplomats will 
conStrue it as unfriendly. There 
were. no signs at the terasury that 
it would change its stand. 

Information has reached the state 
department, it was said today, that 
in some instances trunks and other 
personal baggage of the diplomats 
have been entered by the federal 
agents and liquors seized. Proper- 
ty thus seized was held for further 
claim from the owner, but depart- 
ment officials said there were cases 
where the liquor had disappeared 
before it could be called for. 

Diplomats contend that it is reec- 
ognized principle of international 
law that the personal baggage of a 
diplomat 'is free from inspection by 
customs or other agents of a friend- 
ly nation. When the prohibition 
amendment became effective they 
generally expected that members 
of the diplomatie corps in Wash- 
ington would be permitted to ob- 
tain supplies of beverages from 
their home countries without in- 
sy aga by the American govern- 

ent. 


APOLOGY ASKED

ON SPANISH SHIP 


Norfolk, Va., October 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Arthur C. Hum- 
Phries, Spanish vice consul here, 
forwarded today to the Spanish em- 
bassy at Washington a copy of his 
letter to Collector of Customs Nor- 
man R. Hamilton protesting against 
the ‘raid made on the Spanish 
Steamer Salvadora in Hampton 
Roads last Tuesday night by fed- 
eral prohibition agents.

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RGD RESTRICTIONS —OBREGON PROMISES 
ON LIQUOR PERMITS 


Washington, meer of 16.—Permits 
for the withdrawal"of intoxicating 
liquors from bonded warehouses 
must be certified to by state pro- 
hibition directors before they are 
honored under an order issued to- 
day by Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue Williams. 

At the same time the commission- 
er announced that all permits to 
purchase intoxicating liquors of any 
kind for any purpose hereafter is- 
sued shall not be enforced to ex- 
ceeding thirty days after date of ap- 
proval. The only exceptions are 
permits to purchase by physicians 
of the homeopathic or the eclectic 
schools. 

The commissioner’s order to the 
state prohibition directors said: 

“On and after the 18th day of 
Qctober, 1920, the proprietor of a 
distillery, bonded warehouse, gen- 
eral bonded warehouse, _ special 
bonded warehouse, bonded winery 
or bonded storeroom of customs of- 
ficer will not ship or deliver any 
intoxicating liquor, except alcohol, 
pursuant to permit to purchaser, 
without first communicating in 
writing, either by letter or tele- 
gram, with the federal prohibition 
director purporting to have ap- 
proved the permit of purchase, and 
receiving confirmation of the au- 
thenticity of the permit to purchase 
from the director. Such communi- 
cation to the director shall show 
the permit number, date, name of 
permittee and kind and quantity of 
liquor covered by the permit to 
purchase. Confirmation by the di- 
rector will be in writing and may 
be by letter or by telegram. Such 
evidence of authenticity will not be 
required as to shipment of untax 
paid distilled spirits or wines in 
bond from one bonded premises to 
another.”

CHERISH LEAGUE 
IDEAL, IS ADVICE 
OF ARGONNE HERO 


New York, October 16.—Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Charles W. Whittlesey, 
who commanded the “lost battal- 
ion” in the Argonne and advised 
the Germans to “go to hell” when 
they suggested his surrender, has 
decided now to. do some fighting 
for the league of nations. 

In a statement he declared the 
league to be the “greatest ing in 
the world” and urged “those who 
cherish this ideal” to “fight for it 
vigorously.” 

Whittlesey’s action led to some 
conjecture in political quarters as 
to whether it might indicate any 
trend of the so-called soldier vote. 
Whittlesey, himself, however, de- 
clared he spoke only for himself.

Harry Toback Trapped in 
Apartments of Poillon 
Sisters—He Tried to Sell 
Jewels to Women. 


New York, October 16.—Harry C. 


Toback, a salesman of Brooklyn, 
was arrested here tonight, charged 
with having committed the half- 
million-dollar jewel theft from the 
home of Enrico Caruso, which 
aroused world wide interest several 


months ago. 
According to the police, Toback 
has admitted possession of some of 


the stolen gems, the original disap- 
pearance of which caused suspiciom 
to be thrown on George Fitzgerald, 
Caruso’s chauffeur, who was arrest- 
ed, but later released for lack of 
evidence. 

Officials at headquarters were 
elated over the arrest, predicting 
that they were about to raise the 
curtain of mystery which thus far 
has shrouded the disappearance of 
the jewels. 

Arrest Result of Trap. 

The arrest, detectives declared, 
was the result of a carefully laid 
trap. Besides city police, opera- 
tives of a private detective agency, 
attaches of the district attorney’s 
office and two sisters, Mrs. Cath- 
erine Smith and Charlotte Poillon, 
also assisted In the capture, 

Police authorities give full credit 
for Toback’s apprehension to the 
Poillon sisters, in whose apartment 
the suspect was taken at the point 
of a revolver by Detective Henry 
J. Porter. He protested innocence, 
denying all knowledge of the Ca- 
ruso robbery, though the women tes- 
tified he had told them a differ- 
ent story when he tried to sel] them 
valuable jewels. 

After being quested for sev- 
eral hours in the apartment, To- 
back was forced to drive his cap- 
tors to police headquarters in his 
own automobile, which was park- 
ed at the curb below. 

The two Poillon sisters brought 
the authorities their first clue to 
Toback’s alleged connection with 
the jewel theft. Tonight, after fore- 
warnir the police, they laid their 
ns for the catch. 

Receiving Toback in a room in 
which a recording phonograph had 
been installed, they led him on 
to make an offer of sale of “jewels, 
the proceeds of the Caruso rob- 
bery, for $30,000 cash.” The true 
value of the gems, he is said to 
have declared, was much more. 
Sleuths “Listened In.” 
Concealed in a porter’s room over- 
head watchful sleuths “listened in” 
on the conversation. 
Toback was apprehended just as 
he was’ about to leave the Poillon 
sisters” flat. Indignantly protest- 
ing against the “outrage” of his 
detention, he was led back into the 
rooms where the dictating machines 
were concealed, one under a bed 
and the other behind a _ portiere. 
Here he was forced to open a sam- 
ple case he was carrying, disclos- 
ing a collection of women’s seal- 
skin coats. He said that besides 
jewels” he had hoped to sell one or 
beth of the sisters a sable coat. 
He admitted having made his prop- 
osition more “alluring” by claiming 
the skins were smuggled into tbe 
country. 

The Poillon sisters told Detec- 
tive Porter that after being ap- 
proached by Toback some weeks 
sg0 they cansulted the firin which 
insured the Caruso gems. i.iquiring 
as to what reward was offered for 
tlreir return. They were referred 
to the police. 

According to the account given 
by detectives after Toback was ar- 
rested, the prisoner -told the wum- 
en that the jewels were in Balti- 
more and that they would have to 
go there to see or get possession 
of them. It was to arrange final 
plans for a trip to Baltimore that 
the sisters invited Toback to their 
home tonight. 

Pollion Sisters Well Known. 

Under the name of “the Poillon 
sisters, Charl6tte and Catherine 
Smith gained international reputa- 
tions during the second year of the 


European war when they were in- 
strumental in effecting the arrest 
of Raymond Rolfe Swoboda, osten- 
sibly a Frenchman, who was ac- 
cused of being in the pay of the 
German government and of having 
set fire to the liner La Touraine. 
Swoboda during days of intimacy 
with the sisters, had lived in their 
Riverside drive apartment, but later 
won their enmity when the women 
became suspicious of him. Vo- 
luminous correspondence between 
Swoboda and Charlotte when the 
two were on good terms was made 
public after his arrest in France.

Woman Dies. 

The woman, Mrs. Virginia Tar- 
vine, 108 Sixteenth street, died three 
minutes after being carried from 
here home, where she had been ill 
for some time and shock from the 
fire, which was one of the most 
spectacular in the history of the 
city, being featured by repeated ex- 
plosions of ammonia tanks, is giv- 
en as the immediate cause of her 
death. Mrs. Tarvine had been ill 
for several months and the _ ice 
plant, the largest in this section, 
was only a short distance from her 
home.

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ASK RESIGNATION 


OF DAVID HUSTON 


His Attitude Declared 
Dangerous to Best Inter- 
ests of Producers of the 
United States. 


Attacking the position of Secre- 
tary David Houston on four 
grounds as dangerous to the best 
interests of producers of the coun- 
try, the Georgia division of the 
American Cotton association passed 
resOlutions calling upon President 
Wilson to remove him from office, 
after debate on the fioor of the 
convention which lasted for almost 
an hour, Saturday, the final day of 
the convention. 

The resolution states that in 1918 
an interview was issued by Hous- 
ton, then secretary of agriculture, 
saying that the price of cotton 
fixed at 25 cents per 
pound, thereby depressing the mar- 
ket and costing the farmers of the 
south millions of dollars, and that 
when he was called upon to make 
a correction of the interview he de- 
clined for several days, and when 
he did decide to do so it was nat 
positive in character. 

Appointed Over Protest. 

It is also charged in the resolu- 
tions that Houston was appointed 
secretary of the treasury over the 
opposition of those engaged in-agri- 
culture, who claimed that he was 
unfriendly to fafmers; that since he 
has been in office he has constantly 
maintained an unfriendly attitude 


| toward the agriculturists by issuing 


“statements and propaganda from 


time to time to reduce the price 
of farm products” until market 
prices have declined below the cost 
of production, thereby going be- 
yond his official duties. 

After the resolutions calling for 
the removal of Houston had been 
passed, the following recommenda- 
tions were acted upon favorably by 
the convention on being introduced 
by the resolutions committee: 

Resolutions Are Passed. 

1. That farmers everywhere in the south 
exert themselves to stamp out at once the 
gin-burning propaganda. 

2. That the government at once revive 
the suspended war finance corporation for 
the purpose of opening up the cotton mar- 
kets in central Europe which are now closed. 

3. That the federal reserve board make 
clear to banks that the term ‘‘orderly mar- 
keting’ does not contemplate the sale of 
farm products below the cost of production, 
and that the board instruct member banks 
to rediscount cotton certificates where prop- 
erly stored and insured. 

4. That should the federal reserve board 
fail or refuse to carry out these requests, 
the farmers should then tender to merchants 
in payment of supply bills their promissory 
notes secured by warehouse receipts as col- 
lateral and that no cotton be sold under any 
iemstances for less than the cost of pro- 
luction. 

5. That the cotton acreage for 1921 be re- 
duced 50 per cent and should the farmers 
im the meanwhile fail to obtain a profitabl~ 
price, then that no cotton at all be planted 
next year. 

The convention alSo passed reso- 
lutions ' approving a cotton ex- 
port company, recommending con- 
gressional district committees be 
appointed to assist in securing sub- 
scriptions that the federal reserve 
bank ,be requested to adopt a flat 
preferential rate of 5° per cent on 
white cotton, where properly stor- 
ed, graded and in bond; that any 
farmer applying for a loan from 
his local bank, on being refused to 
report the facts to the state bureau 
of markets for aid and advice, and 
that appreciation of the .Georgia 
Cotton Manufacturers’ association 
invitation to use their warehouse 
facilities be sent officials of the 
company.

. prise In the form of continued weak- 


ness now and strength later on. The 
technical position and its action in 
t past week, however, lead to 
the conclusion that a brief recov- 
ery, at least, it at hend. 

Call Money Above 8 Per Cent. 


Call money ruled at above 8 per 
cent during much of the week just 
closed, with several advances to 10 
per cent and above. The collecting 
of funds by the banks to provide 
for mid-month financing, the Fourth 
Liberty loan interest and the final 
cleAning-up of funds for the half- 
billion-dollar Anglo-French 104n, 
coming at a time of such stress in 
commercial and farm loans, was a 
great strain on the money market, 
although time funds were not af- 
fected. With all of these things 
out of the way and with crop mov- 
ing well finished in many districts 
and mdney beginning to flow back 
to the leading cities from the coun- 
try banks, there is reason to believe 
that money will be considerably 
easier in the near future. 

Reports of retail conditions indi- 
eate that In much of the country, 
goods are moving very slowly. The 


serious declines in grain and cot- 
ton prices have curtailed buying in 
many frura] centers, white in the 
indastrial sectiods of the country, 
there has been a steady increase 


in the total numbers unemployed, 
while many hundreds of thousands 
who are still employed are getting 
less overtime or finding other 
causes of smaller weekly income, It 
is probable that sooner or later, the 
retail prices will conform to the 
wholesale markets, either through 
voluntary reductions by distributors 
or through a succession of forced 
sales due either to public pressure 
from lack of buying at higher levels, 
or due to a widespread curtailment 
of credit to the retailer accompa-~- 
nied by many bankruptcy sales. 
Must Slash Prices. 

Credit men, it may be said, are 
freely expressing the opinion that 
the retail prices for many things 
will have to be “slashed to the 
bone” soon or else that many re- 
tailers will be forced out of busi- 
ness later through being stocked 
up with higher cost goods than 
other retailers will soon have for 
sale. Taking these possibilities into 
account, it would ‘seem that the 
only possible basis for business 
ahead of many retail merchants who 
wish to hold the trade at least, and 
possibly even avoid a serious credit 
outlook, is to move all goods on 
hand even at a slight loss now, 
rather than be overstocked later 
with higher priced goods than are 
then before the market. 

A survey of the petroleum indus- 
try leads to the conclusion that here, 
at least, there is small prospect of 
immediate sharp reduction in prices, 
for the recent statistical reports 
show that production:of crude oil 
and of gasoline and@ lubricants has 
barely been enough to supply the 
1920 demand to date, with heavy 
drain during the first seven months 
of the year on stored gasoline and 
a large withdrawal of stored crude 
in the first six months, 

Small Cuts in Steel Prices. 

Certain of the larger independent 
steel companies have made reduc- 
tions of a few dollars a ton in steel 
prices during the past week, but 
at the moment there is not much 
new business being -placed. The 
declines in September unfitled ton- 
nages, unless business improves 
by even greater losses for the cur- 
rent month. 

Cotton futures made new lows for 
this year, and, in fact, new lows 
since early in 1917, during the past 
week on scattered southern selling 
and also largely on lack of support 
by trade interests. The _ cotton 
goods business is reported to he 
very poor at the present time, and 
it is not thought likely that it will 
improve for at least two or three 
months. While many observers of 
the cotton market who had placed 
a general level of about 20. cents 
for futures as the probable low for 
the present, there are now’ some 
who believe that the market will 
get to below 15 cents for the more 
distant months before long, unless 
mill buying takes a decided brace. 


Buy Rail Shares During

Work on the plan of merging the 
railroads of the country, as proposed 
by the new transportation act, is 


progressing rapidly, .accordin to 
this week's dispatches from ash- 
ington quoting members of the in- 
terstate commerce commission, and 
an announcement may be made 
soon. During the last six weeks 
low-priced railroad stocks advanced 
from 10 to 200 per cent, or more, 
partly on rumors that this company 
or that was to be consolidated with 
a stronger system. Some of these 
stocks have since declined from the 
high prices of the year. That does 
not seem to be right, as speculative 
Wall street sees it, with the inter- 
state commerce commission about 
to make an announcement covering 
ts merger plans. 

What ure ve facts regardi this 
phase of the new railroad law The 
original Cummins bill submitted to 
the senate and to congress provided 
for compulsory mergers of all rail- | 
roads into not more than thirty-five 
or less than twenty-five systems. 
But that clause was rejected. The 
bill as finally passed provided that 
the interstate commerce commission 
shall work out a tentative plan for 
voluntary mergers. But the mergers 
themselVes are to be handled along 
quite different lines than those 
originally pictured by speculative/ 
Wall stréet six weeks ago when the 
upward movement in the low priced 


rails began.

But the chances are that 
no mergers will take place until the 
valuation of the railroads by the in- 
terstate commerce commission has 
been completed. That is to be the 
real starting point of all govern- 
ment regulations of rates, mergers, 
and capitaligation for the protec- 
tion of the shipping and traveling 
public and for the protection of 
those who invest their money in 
railway securities. | 

To Be Investments. 

As a result of this regulation, 
part of which is to secure a re- 
turn of 6 per cent on the property 
account of the railroads as a whole, 
railway stocks are going to gradu- 
ally shift from the er-culative to 
the investment class of securities. 
Today seasoned dividend-payinz 
railway shares are being bought on 
a scale down by shrewd investors. 
Because of world-wide credit can- 
ditions the feeling here Is that some 
time between this and the end of 
the year, probably within the next 
thirty days, prices of a)l stocks will 
go lower, but that during the de- 
cline seasoned dividend-paying rail- 
way shares should be purchased for 
the long pull.

There is no question in the minds of 
the enormous throngs who Satur- 
day night witnessed the Southeast- 
ern fair pageant, “From Days of 
Old,” at Lakewood, but that pag- 
eantry is assured 6f a permanent 
place on the list of super-attrac- 
tions each year hereafter, judging 
from the splendid success of the 
first pageant undertaken. 

Neither is there any doubt but 
that the. Atlanta center, Drama 
League of America, came into a 
googly portion of fame and praise 
last night following its presenta- 
tion of the first performance of the 
big. spectacle,, which will. be re- 
peated on the nights of October 25 
and 26. In the singing of praises 
and the passing around of lauda- 
tory remarks, nobody should omit 
Armand Carroll, well-known Atlan- 
tan, author of the scenario, and 
Dennie MacDonald, pageant master, 
who had already won Atlanta lau- 
rels last spring when he so success- 
fully staged “The Follies of 1920,” 
given by the Junior league at the 
Atlanta theater, 

Ten Imposing Episodes. 

In ten imposing episodes, the cast 
of 1,200 persons depicts many in- 
teresting things about our state. 
From the opening scene showing 
the Indian maidens dancing among 
the pine saplings to the grand 


finale in which the entire cask par- 
ticipates, there is revealed, step by 
step. the progress of the state. With 
the wonderful stage setting afford- 
ed by thé lake, race track and stage 
in front ef the Lakewood grand- 
stand, and with sensational scenic 
and lightning effects, the presenta- 
tion is truly beautiful. 

As stated, the opening scene Is 
of a pine grove in which an assem- 
blage of Indian lassies, represented 
oy Y. W. C. A. girls, dance. Blood- 
curdling warwhoops rent the, air 
and the festivities end. Mounted 
Indian warriors, represented by ex- 
cavalrymen, come dashing “by at 
a lightning speed, with their fleet 
ponies performing in true Indian 
style. Pistol volleys are heard, and 
the braves return to their village 
for aid. A number “of frontiers- 
men,. ambushed in the pine shrub- 
bery, cautiously crawl forward. 


Real action begins at this junc- , 


ture. Reinforced by warriors pre- 
sumably from neighboring tribes, 
appear once more. A lively battle 
occurs in which the palefaces lose 
Several good men from their. ranks. 
The slain and wounded are @arried 
away by their surviving comrades 
as they retreat. A big victory dance 
is held by the copper skinned braves 
and they are joined by the squaws 
and children—even the papooses of 
their tribes. 


Have Better Luck. 


The second episode brings better 
luck to the frontiersmen. With a 
Strong reinforcement of continen- 


| tal troops, they attack the Indians 


once more, this time with success, 
and to the tune of Goleful music a 
procession of bronze forms goes 
west. The sachem, the prophet, the 
warriors, the members of their fam- 
ilies carrying the scant household 
possessions is the order in which 
the remnants of a great race wend- 
ed their faltering footsteps toward 


the strange land beyond the father 


of waters, where the sun sets. 
Scarcely have the red men and 
their respective flocks passed the 
horizon when seekers of Eldorado, 
and the fountain of youth, perhaps, 
arrive in covered wagons and es- 
tablished their camp. The young- 
sters among the new arrivals gather 


kindling-wood and build a cheery f 


bontire, and the evening meal is 
prepared. They are joined by a 
group of frontiersmen, and then by 
a number of settlers arriving. in a 
caravan of prairie shcooners. The 
settlers are students from Commer- 
-— wie school, . 

oO e hewcomers appears’. th 
‘Spirit of Georgia,” which part » 
played by Miss Sara Bell, in a snow- 
white costume, with a shield bear- 
ing _the seal of the state. The 
“spirit” summons before her the 
many resources of Georgia, present- 
ed by students of Girls’ High school. 
The Spirits of the Forest are first, 
representing the state’s wealth in 
timber; and then come the Spirits 
of the cotton, watermelon, corn, 
gold, coal, mica, garnet, peaches 
and finally the spirits of the moun- 
t2in stseam, representing the val- 
uahle waterpower of Georgia. Ap- 
parently convinced of the state’s 
virtues, the men at once, set af 
chopping down trees and cOnstruct- 
ing dwellings. 

By this time the fifth episode has 
been reached, and the scene shifts 
to 1860, when the house is corn- 
plete. To each side of the house 
are the slave quarters. From a 
log hut emerges Uncle Remus, lean- 
ing heavily on a cane. Scamper 
ing across the garden to his door’ 
come a number of children from the 
“big house,” and plead with him 
for one of his famous animal sto- 
ries. As he relates one, the various 
characters of the story appear, in- 

Miss Meadows and the 
’* Bre’er Coon, Bre’r Terrapin, 
Bre’r Rabbit, etc. In this scene the 
negro servants and the animal 
characters are students from Com- 
mercial High school, and the part 
of Uncle Remus is taken by Robert 
F. Moore. 
Called to Bed, 


The children are called back to 
the big house to bed. Guests begin 
to arrive, true to 1860 fashion, in 
horse-drawn coaches. Dancing is 
enjoyed during the evening. The 
slaves, after looking on for awhile, 
stage an impromptu, al fresco dance 
of some sort, and have a regular 
jubilee. 

The light hearts jin the big héuse 
are saddened with the unexpected 
arrival of six young mounted con- 
federate uniforms, who bring tid- 
ings of the beginning of the bitter 
civil struggle. Confusion reigns 
‘only momentarily, for the young 
men guests immediately. form -a 
company and march off for duty, 
’midst the farewells of the girls. 

Next comes one of the real fea- 
tures of the performance. From 
across the field comes the terrifie 
sound of exploding bombs, ahd the 
battle of -Atianta is on. depicted by 
amazing skill of the pyroteehnician. 
The depiction is considered one of 
the best exhibitions of fireworks 
ever exhibited here. Even the en- 
gine, “General,” is shown. Bomb aft- 
er bomb is hurled into the city, and 
it is burned.

Peace Comes Again. 

Peace comes once more. Six sol- 
diers of the confederacy, tattered 
and downcast, return home and find 
ruins.

From the darkness cbmes 
the faint rumble of an approaching 
mob, and goon a multitude of car- 
petbaggers and negroes, yelling and 
shrieking and wielding bright 
torches, arrive. A. note of terror 
sinks deep jnto their hearts as the 
cry, “de-patterfollers,” leaps from 
mouth to mouth.

Secretary Baker Issues Order 
Crediting Men With Ac- 
tual Participation. 


Washington, October 16.—The 
men of the A. E. F. who cussed 
their luck because their outfits, held 
in reserve, didn’t get into that glo- 
rious romp at St. Mihie] and sn on 
all that captured beer, and the even 
more out-of-luck lads whose units 
got only as far as the reserve post- 
tions on the morniug of November 
11, 1918, are about to have it all 
made up to them. 

For Secretaty of War Baker has 
just decreed that “organizations as- 
signed to reserve for use in major 
operations, and serving in an army 
area during the time in question 
will be credited with participation 
in the operation.” 

Which piece of army-ese, translat- 
ed, means that if a man’s unit was 
only in reserve at St. Mihiel, he gets 
the “St. Mihiel” marked bronze 
‘clasp to wear on ‘the ribbon of his 
victory medal. just the same. Also 
the unit he served in gets the right 
to mount one of those silver rings. 
also marked “St. Mihiel” on the 
staff of its regimental standard, 
and another on that of its national 
colors. 

Similarly, a man whose unit only 
got, say, as far as Souilly or Bar- 
Leduc on that famous second Mon- 
day in November will have the righ’ 
to wear the magic “Meuse-Argonne” 
on his Victory medal ribbon, and 
his outfit’s color sergeants will be 
able to dress up the flag poles with 
Similarly marked rings just as if 
they’d been in the front line all the 
time. The same procedure, accord- 
ing to the war department, will 
hold for all troops in reserve during 
major operations of the world war.

Eighteen Holes Enough. 


It is a question in my mifid as to 
whether thirty-six hole exhibition 
matches are auy better than eight- 
een. I doubt whether they raw 


any beter crowds or really decide 


more. Nearly every person who 
goes to the morning round will 
stay for the afternoon round Many, 
in fact, over 75 per cent, prefer to 
wait till afternoon. If by chance 
one side gets a commanding lead, 
the match is then almost ruined for 
the afternoon crowd. 

Players often are keen for all day 
on the links, and enjoy it, but 
sometimes is a hardship, and not the 
best of golfisto be seen. When you 
find a four-ball match where the 
golf is played rather indifferently, 
it is a cinch none of them fee] like 
working up and pep. This, I am 
sure, would not happen if sent out 
to battle ovef eighteen holes only. 
Every one would be keyed up to 
their best form. 

I don’t think golfers fight as hard 
all the waysin a long match, as 
they do in’ a short one. When a 
hole is lost they always feel like 
there is plenty more to come, and 
many chances of regaining it. Of 
course, this is not the proper way to 
feel about it, but it Is so, nevetrhe- 
less, and one cannot help but take 
is easy when there is a day’s play 
ahead, instead of only half a day. 

In the case of Vardon and Ray, 
I sometimes wonder if all the golf 
hat they have played has not made 
them more or less mechanical. Sure- 
ly, they should keep their fine 
touch, which is quite necessary to 
play well. There is also the addi- 
tional advantage of being able to 
judge distance much more easily 
than where one plays so litle. If 
they are ‘physically able to stand 
the strain, they should still be a 
hard pair to get away with a four- 
ball contest over the long route or 
over the short ane.

DEMURRER FILED 
TO SUIT BROUGHT 
BY GEORGE FORMAN 


A demurrer was filed Saturday in 
the United States district court to 


the suit brought on September 18 by 
the George M. Forman comapny

The suit alleged that the George’! 
M. Forman company is the holder 
of eleven warrants drawn by R. J. 
Freeman, commissioner of roads and 
revenues of DeKalb county, on the 
treasury Of pPeKalb county, with 
interest at 7 per cent. The war- 
rants are said to have been taken 
in payment for material furnished 
to the county. 

The plaintiff concern alleged that 
due demands had been made upon 
the treasurer of DeKalb county, but 
that only 25 per cent of the princi- 
pal had been paid, and that the 
treasurer had not only refused to 

ay thebalance of princal due, 

ut had declined to recognize any 
claim ‘for interest due on the war- 
rants. 

The eleven warrants were for the 
Sum of $8,585. A payment of 25 
per cent of the amount was made 
on January 7. It is alleged that the 
interest on the warrants, up to the 
date of the suit, amounted to 
$2,302.58. 

When the sut was filed it was in- 
dicated by DeKalb county officials 
that it would be hotly foufht. he 
demurrer was filed at noon Saturday 
by the attorneys for the county. 

It is set out in the motion for dis- 
missal that, under the laws of 
Georgia, Warrants issued by a 
county do not and cannot bear in- 
terest, whether provided for interest 
on its face or not. 

The motion further demurs on the 
ground that, except as to the claim 
of interest by tlee plaintiff, the 
warrrants sued upon are liquidated 
claims against the county, and are 
orders from the county treasurer 
to pay the sums, except the inter- 
est, which, it is alleged, the county 
is not Hable for, and there is no 
reason for bringing suit against the 
county. 

The demurrer suggests that the 
remdy ewould be for the plaintiff to 


the county treasurer and compel 
him to pay the warrants, if he has 
funds in his hands to do so, and if 
not, then by mandamus against the 
county commissioner to compel the 
levy of a tax to pay the warrants 
in installments of 25 per cent per 
annum.

Since 
westerners saw Wildair win the Ten 
Broeck handicap at Latonia in July, 
the Broomstick colt has won the 
Empire City derby, beating Gladi- 
ator and Donnaconna, and raced 
with credit in a half dozen other 
stakes. In the running of the Po- 
tomac handicap, a race of one mile 
and a sixteenth, for a purse of $10,- 
000, decided at Havre de Grace in 
September, Wildair had Man-o’-War 
doing his best about an eighth of a 
mile from the finish. He hada pull of 
thirty pounds in weight, to be sure, 
but it was something to have 
straightened Man-o’-War even with 
that advantage. Damask claims to 
consideration as a Latonia cham- 
pionship aspirant rest on his ex- 
cellent races in the Autumn Gold 
Cup and the Annapolis handicap.

ham was one of Atianta’s leading 
suffragists, and now she belongs to 


the Letgue of Women Voters and to 
thé democratic party, and is urging 
the women of Georgia to register 
now. in order that they may vote in 
any election which may be be called 
i Georgai six months hereafter. 

“All men, when they register as 
“voters, must pay at least a poll tax,” 
explained Mrs. Cheatham. 

“There js no poll tax applicable 
tO women. Every woman in Fulton 
county cal quajify as a Voter for 
he next year by merely going down 
to the courthouse. 


Women Have Advantage. 


“For once in their lives, women 
have an advantage over men, and 
this ‘rare opportunity should not be 
missed by one of, the sex.” 
| Asked how often women would

“The registration at this time will 
qualif omen as voters for a year. 
It wil t be necessary to register 
again in order to vote’ next year. 
This registration will entitle the 
women to vote not only in state and 
county elections, but also in city 
elections. 

“There has been some confusion 
on this point, becaue of the require- 
ment of special registration for 
women in the last two municipal 
elections.

Against that combination the 
individual layman cannot hope to 
keep a secret. 

This bureau of the board of health 
grew out of the inadequacy of the 
federal] census reports, as did all 
similar bureaus in other states. In 
1840 the federal census bureau was 
established. At that time six or 
seven years were required before 
the figures could be published, when 
they were practically useless. Mas- 
sachusetts was the first state to 
pass legislation providing for the 
registvyation of births and deaths. 
The other New England states fol- 
lowed suit quickly. 

Southern Bureaus. 

After the civil war the southern 
states established bureaus, Texas 
passed most drastic regulations, 
providing a fine of $5 per month 
for failure to report births. One of 
the ether southern states made ita 
prison offense. Georgia passed the 
bill_,establishing a registration bu- 
rea@ in 1914, which became opera- 
tive in 1919. Hence the “house of 
secrets,” 

In the center of the bureau stands 
a tall, black iron machine. By 
proper adjustment of 
- controls of this ifon-frame with a 
brain it can be madé to tell twelve 
different things at one time about 
every person in the state of Gnorgia. 
For example, it will give tre date 
and place of birth, parentage, sex, 
color, racial origin, occupation of 
parents, etc. 

In accordance with law, every 
birth and every death is filed upon 
special forms bearing from 20 to 
22. items relative to the protago- 
nist. In the case of births the race 
is given in order that questions of 
racia] increase or decrease may be 
determined. Sex is recorded in or- 
der that similar facts may be ascer- 
tained showing whether women or 
men will predominate. Occupation 
of parents is stated in order to 
compi'te vital statistics revealing the 
influence of certain vocations upon 
birth rates. Racial origin shows 
the influence of foreign life upon 
our native Anglo-Saxon blood.

Revision of Constitution. 


Several smportant changes in ere 
| 


constitution were decided upon at 
the September board meeting held 
in Atlanta, which will be present- 
ed at the state convention. 

The delegates are asked to study 
these changes and be prepared to 
vote on them, as it takes a two- 
third vote to carry. The elimination 
of the General Federation state 
secretary and the insertion of a 
General Federation state director 
was made necessary in order to 
conform to recent changes in the 
constitution of the General Fed- 
deration. For the same reason— 
that of oa | with the na- 
tional federation laws—a change 
will be made in the classification 
of thé departments of federation 
work, this to go into effect in No- 
vember, 1921. 

These departments, as proposed 
by the General Federation, will be 
fine arts, applied education, Ameri- 
can citizenship, jublic welfare, leg- 
islation and press. 

The character of the federation 
work will not be changed, aithough 
it will be developed, increased, but 
only its classification will be dif- 
ferent. There will be six general 
chairmen, but sub-chairmen. will 
head all the varieties of work un- 
der these six heads. 

The other important article of 
revision concerned dues, which the 
board wil] propose should be $3 a 
year for clubs of- thirty members 
or less; 10 cents percapita for each 
additional member up to 100 and 
$1 for each additional 100 members 
or fraction thereof. City and coun- 
ty federations will continue to pay 
the annual dues of $3, as well as 
purely charitable organizations, 
“to be decided upon by the 
membership committee. 

Time Limits fer Reports. 


For years past the cry of the 
district presidents and state chair- 
men have been that they were not 
given sufficient time for their re- 
ports. This-year five minutes have 
been given to the district presi- 
dents and chairmen, and they are 
asked to stay within this limit ant 
Sot infringe upon the time of some 
one else. 

At the biennials the state presi- 

dents are given only three minutes 
to cover their respective state and 
to tell what they have accomplish- 
ed. 
Recently in Des Moines our state 
president, Mrs. Hayes, gave a splen- 
did report in three minutes. These 
reports will not be read, but must 
be memorized and given. Make 
your report at the _ convention 
clear-cut and condensed. 


“Thrift” Keynote. 


Daring the past year no one sub- 
ject has been stressed more by the 
club woman than “thrift.” 

Through Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin,: 
who is a national chairman of 
thrift, the subject has been brought 
to the smallest club in the state. 
Mrs. Lumpkin will speak on this 
subject at the convention. She has 
a most charming personality, and 
is a splendid speaker. She has just 
returned from a meeting in Wash- 
ington, D. C., where she went in 
her capacity as a national chatr- 
man. Our president urges that we 
not only “preach” thrift, but to 
“practice” it, in getting ready for 
the eonvention. She asks the wom- 
en to buv as few clothes as possi- 
ble. “Thrift” means the . best 
spending of the money, and the 
women are asked to bear this tin 
mind in making preparations for 
the convention. 

Te Discuss Citizenship. 


With the added power of ‘the 
vote coming to women, a study in 
“Citizenship” has been on the list 
of the average club woman’s pro- 
gram. The responsibilities that 
club women have always felt to- 
ward the community welfare have 
increased many fold. We must 
know this tool of = citizenship 
through which we must hereafter 
work. More than this, we must 
not be content with knowledge— 
for “government is not a theory. 
but an actuality” touching our 
daily life. 

The average woman does not 
know the difference between a 
primary and an election.

Still] there are others, who, when 
one speaks of politics, sees only 
the national election. This is a 
mistake.

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Georgia Women Asked 


To Register Now 


Georgia women are being asked to register now, so that they may 
be qualified to vote in any election which may be called in the city, 
county are state which may take place six months after they have 
registered. The women of Georgia cannot take part in the forthcoming 
national election, because, under the law of Georgia, no one can vote 
who has not registered six months prior to the date ‘of the election. 
The registration books are closed six months before an election. 

The right of women to vote, as guaranteed by the new federal con- 
stitutional amendment, does not mean that they shall have any greater 
orivilege than that which, under the law, is given to the men. 

No man can vote in Georgia in the presidential election in Novem- 
per who has not registered six months prior to that date. 

Therefore, no woman can vote who has not similarly registered 
six months before this election, and at. that time, no woman was by 


law entitled to register. 


This means that any woman in Georgia now has the right to 


rezios- 


ter by complying with the law, and those who do register will have the 
privilege of voting in any election that occurs six months after regis- 


tration. 


Though there may be special municipal and county elections 


upon which women may vote after they have been registered six 
months, generally speaking, there will be no more national or state 
elections, as far as Georgia is concerned, until 1922, when the state 
elects a governor, statehouse officers, members of the general assem- 


bly and congressmen. 


At the present moment any woman has the right of registration— 
which consists in going before the county registrar, stating that she 
has complied with the requirements, that she has paid her taxes, if she 


has any, and signing the registration receipt card.

takes its place on the official registration list, and she can vote six 


months afterward.

HEY’RE a pretty good sort, so we'll have to forgive them 

this time, but the next time a whole crew of male and 

female film favorites’ pass through Atlanta early in the 
morning, without giving the old town a chance to rub its 
drowsy eyes and give them at least an admiring glance—there 
will be trouble brewing. 

Nobody. knew they were coming and no one would have 
known they had been here if an errant newspaper man hadn't 
gotten a glimpse of fluffiness down by the tracks of the Ter- 
minal station.

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The opening of Atlanta’s season 
of music for children which had 
je= tnitial event in the lecture re- 
cital last Wednesday by John Pow- 
ell, pianist-composer, and George 
Harris, tenor, and the announce- 
ment in the New York papers of 
the first.young people’s concert of 
the season in New York by Wal- 
ter Damrosch and his orchestra, 
came almost simultaneously, and 
five two-fold empbBasis to a broad 
and potential field of musical cul- 
tivation. 

Damrosch, I belleve, was a pioneer 
in this country in orchestra con- 
certs for children. To be more ex- 
act, his young people’s concerts are 
really lecture concerts, for he usu- 
ally gives a taik, either on the 
composition of the orchestra and 
the instruments in it, or an analy- 
sis of the principal piece to be play- 
ed, or maybe a running com- 
mentary on the whole program, in 
order to make the music more in- 
telligible, and therefore more val- 
uable to his youthful audience. 

An Atlanta musician who happen- 
ed to be present last season at one 
of these children’s concerts has 
described Damrosch’s unique meth- 
ods for securing the children’s in- 
terests. The conductor told about 
the trombone, for instance, and then 
called out a trombone player to il- 
lustrate the tone of the instrument. 
This happened to be a-tall, thin 
man, and Mr. Damrosch explained 
to the children that a tall thin 
man was always naturally picked 
out for a trombone player to suit 
the instrument. Then he brought 
forward a little fat man to exhibit 
one of the huge brass horns, and 
much to the merriment of the audi- 
ence, but probably to the discom- 
fiture of the musician, pointed out 
also this appropriateness. Certain- 
ly the method was a striking one 
to fix on the children’s memories 
the appearance and use of the in- 
strument. 

In Atlanta, the Cincinnati Sym- 
phony orchestra has for three years 
played for the chiildren, and they 
will again this year. Explanation 
if the orchestra and its parts and 
the quality and use of the instru- 
ments is explained beforehand to 
the juvenjle music department of 
‘he Music Study club, which brings 
the orchestra here. Miss Evelyn 
Jackson, or Miss Madeline Keipp, 
give the lecture, and needless to say 
it is a great help in appreciation. 
The great Cincinnati band will 
acain be one of the attractions for 
the juvenile course this year. Too 
much cannot be anticipated of the 
value of such work for the chil- 
iren, not only In present enjoyment, 
but in the building up of Iintelli- 
rent, appreciative music lovers for 
he future. 

Events like the talk by Mr. Pow-

T is a jaded civilization we live in 
—one with most of the thrills 
extracted. Life has become so 
tame and safe that we turn for ex- 
citement to the stage or screen. 

Murder mysteries in the newspapers 
furnish a thrill now and then. And 
hundreds of volumes of fiction have 
been written with no other end in 
view than to furnish diversion for a 
bored reader, 

Most of the earth has been purged 
of its native wildness. Snakes have 
been driven not only from Ireland, but 
from other countries, the buffalo no 
longer roams the plains of America, 
giraffes and hyenas and elephants are 
found usually behind iron bars at zoos 
and -circuses. 

= lLecturing Much Safer. 

But occasionaly some restless ad- 
venturer gets off the beaten paths of 
civilization and out into the wild re- 


gions of the earth. His adventures do 
not, like ours, come second hand. Out 
in the jungles, where things are prim- 
itive, he gets his fill of the thrills we 
miss. 

Take, for instance, the adventures of 
two Americans, One a Catholic mis- 
sionary and the other a professor at 
Vassar, who set out into the interior 
of the African Congo. 

Dr. Leonard John Vandenbereh, 
who headed the Vandenbergh expedi- 
tion into Africa, took with him as-pho- 
tographer Dr. George Burbank Shat- 
tuck, professoft of science at a girls’ 
college. 

Some men might prefer meeting a 
hungry lion to facing a campusful of 
women, but Dr. Shattuck says that aft- 
er what he went through in his ten 
months in the African wilds, he is con- 
tent for a while to lecture on geology, 
a comparatively safe occupation. 

For the present, he says, he has had 
enough of lion hunting, and snake- 
killing, and fighting savages. Some 
things are worse than boredom, he 
says, including poisoned arrows, and 
spears hurled by: jugle men. and 
leopards that leap at you in the dark. 

And Dr. Vandenbergh, though more 
used to the ways of the jungle, fas had 
his fill of thrills for the present. 

At the offices of the Famous Play- 
ers-Lasky Corporation, which financed 
his expedition, and will back other 
scientific explorations into unbeaten 
paths, he told of some of his adven- 
tures soon after his arrival in New 
York. 

Lion Refused to do Battle, 

“The lion hunt in the Masai country 
is probably the most thrilling event 
which occurred during our expedi- 
tion," he said. “We had a lion 
trapped in his lair and it was merely 
a question of bringing him out in front 
of the camera. When he saw himself 
surrounded by an array of Masai war- 
riors ready with: their spears and 
shields, six on each side and six in 
front of him, he refused to come out 
in the open. We had arranged a 
hedge of branches of trees and thorn 
bushes in the rear so as to cut off his 
retreat. When, however, he found 
himself hemmed in on both sides and 
in front of him, he refused to make an 
attack. We had to drive him towards 
the camera which was fixed on the 
right side. I sent a couple of men 
over to rouse him out of his lethargy 
but they failed to do so. I shouted 
over orders—to light a fire near him 
so as to bring him out of his lair but 
again he tefused to move. 

“Finally, despairing of. better re- 
sults, I went over back of the fence 
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near which he was lying, and gather- 
ing a handful of dry grass I lit the 
inflammatory material and threw it in 
front. of his nose. Immediately he 
moved, but, contrary to expectations, 
instead of movingftowards the Masai 
or the camera, the beast turned away 
to the rear and leaped on top of the 
pile of branches and thorn bushes and 
ran away in the open. 

In doing so, he passed me within 
not miore than a six-foot distance, but, 
intent on his escape, he did not even 
look at me. 

“Giving the Masai the order to fol- 
low the lion, I joined in the chase, to- 
gether with two other Americans 
whom I had invited for a hunting par- 
ty, Mr. Klein and Mr. Rockett. 

Runs Towards Village. 

“By the time I had returned to the 
spot where the camera stood, attended 
by Dr. Shattuck, the lion had disap- 
peared in the direction-of the Masai 
vitage which was about a quarter of 
a mile up the hill. Thinking that the 
lion might get into the village, in which 
ony the wives of the chief and of oth- 
er elders were left behind, a gréat fear 
came over me that the Masai warriors 
might not be in time or fast enough 
to come in between the villages and 
the runaway animal, However, pres- 
ently a great shout of triumph went 
up ffom the throats of the pursuing 
Masai proclaiming that he had come 
to bay\again, the Masai having been 
quicker than the lion and surrounded 
him anew. 


“Mr. Klein, a New Yorker, who had. 


great experience in lion hunting and 
who was nearest the lion at the time 
when he lay down in his lair, gave 
orders to the Masai not to disturb him 


until the camera was brought up and 


we would be ready to operate. Dr. 
Shattuck, with superhuman strength. 
ran with the heavy camera and tripod 
on his shoulder and joined me in the 
position ch I had taken Up as a 
commanding spot from whieh the pic- 
ture could be taken to good advantage. 
Charges Camera Man. 

“Once the camera had been fixed 
and fastened in the gr to prevent 
shaking, and in exactly the same posi- 
tion and at the same distance from 
which we had the camera arrange 
the first tfme, we were ready to com- 
mence operations and no sooner did I 
ask Dr. Shattuck to crank, fhan the 
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lion, hearing the rattle of the ma- 
chine, charged with a fury and feroci- 
ty which is indescribable. He brought 
his long tail up in the air and came at 
us with the speed of a locomotive, 
roaring as he came along. 

“Now I gave the Masai orders to 
charge and immediately the brave 
Morans ran towards him as if he were 
the quary of a greased pig catching 
party. But the lion never gave them 
one second’s attention. He had only 
one thing in view and that thing was 
the steel monster shining out in the 
air in the bright African sunlight like 
a machine gun. He never swerved 
from his direct line from his lair to 
the camera. When he had charged 
about 40 to 45 feet the Masai were on 

and stopped his charge at a dis- 
tanee of 30 feet-from the camera. The 
first spear missed him. The second, 
following immediately after the first, 
got him straight on the top of his 
skull and pierced through his brain, 
disregarding all obstacles in the way 
of bones, until it came out at the base 
of his neck and was stopped by the 
bone below the shoulder blade. 

The Monarch Falls. 

“In rapid succession, six other 
spears followed from both sides of the 
falling anima] until, in less time than 
it takes to tell the tale, the lion had 
collapsed and lay'a fallen monarch 
vof the jungle, outstretched at the foot 
of the hill where so many of his fel- 
low creatures had attacked the kraal 
of the Masai at night in a vain effort 
to steal the cattle and maraud among 
the inhabitants of the village. 

“One thing is still very fresh in my 
memory and that is the pathetic look 
which he gave me as he fell, trying to 
shake off the spears which in such an 
incredibly short moment had struck 
him through the brain. The reaction 
when suddenly life was severed, made 
him shake his head as if to throw off 
the spears which had killéd him in- 
stantaneously and, in the last turn 
of his eye, he looked up straight into 
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my very soul as if he were asking me 


the question, “What have I done to 
you that you should have me killed 
this way?” I felt guilty of an act al- 
most of cruelty to see his look asking 
for sympathy, which still is abiding 
with me. But, after all, it was one 
more dangerous enemy of mankind put 
out of the way and since liens are on 
the list of vermin in the category of 
lawful. game in the laws of British 
East Africa, I felt as if-I had done a 
service to humanity. 

“Another thrilling experience which 


I had was in a very unexpected loca- 


tion, in the guest room of the Episcopal 
palace of Bishop Biermans of Uganda. 
The two connecting rooms which were 
assigned to Dr. Shattuck and myself 
evidently had been in disuse for some- 
time and the thatched roof was being 
repaired while we were in possession 
of these two rooms. 
An Uncomfortable Situation. 

“One evening, just at dusk; when 

the objects'in a room begin to fade 


through the rapidly increasing twilight 
after the sudden sunset at 6 o’clock, 
my gaze was fixed on a line which I 
could not make out and which might 
have been either a trail] of perambu- 


lating ants on the march or-a snake, 
or heaven knows what other object or 
shadow it might be. Somehow my at- 


tention was riveted to the spot and). 


being unable to make out what it could 
be, moved towards the object and was 
about to put my foot on it when I 
found the long black line began to 
move toward the corner of the room. 
I then knéw what I had only half 
feared,__it was a snake, Without.an- 
other thought, stepped on it. It curl- 
ed back, fortunately toward the nose 
of my shoe, and I escaped the venem- 
ous bite which might otherwise have 
been the result of my curiosity. But, 
to my surprise, it was not just the one 
snake, but a cluster of four other 
snakes coming out from the corner of 
my own room where they had evident- 
ly made their home for sometime. They 
were not large, probably the thickness 
of my thumb and only two and a half 
feet in length, but they had disturbed 
the equanimity of my mind and I did 
not leave the room until I had every 
hole visible in the joints of the wall 
and the ground filled with — hot 
water. 

“Bishop Biermang later, on his re- 
furn from a missionary trip, told me 
that there were a number of nests on 
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top of the ceiling which was filled in 
with earth in order to - protect the 
house from’ burning in case the 
thatched roof might catch fire. 

“Talking about snakes, there is one 
feature which I missed on my program 
and that was a picture of the water 
python swallowing a live goat or 
sheep. LI lay in wait for such an event 
for three hours one morning and an- 
other afternoon for four hours. I had 
located the haunt of a 14-footer in the 
base of an ant-hill, the home by which 
he made his entfance being about 13 
inches in diameter. 


Python Makes Getaway. 
“An old lady living close to this ant- 
hill had been telling me of the habits 


of Mr.*Python and told me that as a 
rule he came out of his hole at half- 
past 7 in the morning and sunned 
himself in the nearby brush or on the 
open ground in front of the ant-hill 
for an hour or two prior to going out 
in search of prey. This morning she 
arrived out of breath at the Bishop’s 
house where I was staying, in order to 
notify me that the python had ap- 
peared on the scene. We immediately 
went out, but arriving on the spot, 
found that the animal, contrary to his 
usual habits, had already set out on 
his hunt. 

“The next evening we made the 
same futile attempt to catch the brute 
for which we had prepared a sumptu- 
ous. repast of a two-year-old goat 
which we would have gladly contrib- 
uted to his repast in order to entice 
him to pass before the camera. 

“However, we have a moving pic- 
ture of a.native of the Kikuyu tribe 
who killed a python, the measurements 
of whose skin are 15 feet in length 
and 2% feet in width. Two natives 
holding the spread skin stand back of 
the camera and the brave warrior who 
killed the beast is going through the 
different poses and attitudes which he 
took at the time of the actual killing. 

“One of the most shameful experi- 
ences in the African traveler’s experi- 
ence, is the necessity of being carried 
in a hammock when disabled on the 
march. I had this misfortune forced 
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upon mein the Congo owing toa 
forced march of seven hours which I 
had to make in order to get porters 
for our caravan, — ” 

Trip to the Mission 


“We had arrived in the village of 


Julu of the Walendu -tribe, 70 miles ° 


form the borders of Lake Albert Nyan- 


za. I had been told that at this 
chief's village I would be able to se- 
cure a relay of porters and, having 
dismissed old ones, I found that I 
would have to wait for five or six days 
before Julu could gather a sufficient 
number of porters to take us farther 
along the road. My left foot being 
badly blistered, Dr. Shattuck marched 
out in the early morning towards the 
Fataki mission to bring up the porters 
of whom we stood in need but, being 
unable to speak the langlage and hav- 
ing no guide, he returned to the camp 
at 2:15 in the afternoon. 

“It was now up to me, notwithstande 
ing the bad condition of my foot, te 
reach the missfon of the White Fae 
thers in order to secure the badly 
needed porters to continue our march, 
Consequently I started at 2:30, ace 
companied by one boy, who carried 
my Winchester rifle. The march held 
no startling happenings until 5 o’clock 
when I was approaching Zugu’s head- 
guarters and, just before dipping into 
one of the many gorges through which 
a fast running stream was speeding 
its way towards the Albert Nyanza, I 
came across the path of a buffalo. Its 
recent tracks showed the animal had 
passed no more than a few~ minutes 


a and, haturally, being unarmed 


for my boy Was by now at least a 
mile behind me) I looked around anx- 
iously, Presently I heard to my right 
the cropping of-some animal which, 
judging by the volume of noise ac- 
companying the cropping, must have 
been a buffalo. I climbed up a tree as 
the only protection which offered itself 
until my boy arrived with my gun. 
Having climbed probably 14 to 15 feet 
high, I had a commanding view 
through the luxurious growth of vege- 
tation, a great deal of which was ele- 
phant grass, and I beheld the hulk of 
the big brute at no more distance than 
40 to 50 yards. ; 

Back to Safer Place, 

“I was anxiously waiting for the ar- 
rival of my boy but before he arrived 
the animal was out of sight, hidden in 
the fastnesses of the jungle so that I 


could not get a shot at him, 


“I came down from my perch and 
followed my painful route until a 
quarter to 9 that evening when I 
finally arrived, tired and footsore, at 
the mission of Fataki where the good 
Fathers bade me welcome. My foot 
was in such bad condition that I had 
to be carried for the next seven days, 
being . fortunate enough to escape 
blood-poisoning through the open sore 
which the hard seven hours’ march 
had cost me.” -

‘Tmitation,” some one once said, 
“is the sincerest form of flattery.” 

Certainly it is a form frequently 
applied to screen stars, It often 
seems to us of the profession that 
every beginner has the firm idea 
that success lies in being as much 
like a popular star as _ possible. 
Brunettes present themselves In a 
copy of the costume and "hair do” 
that brought Bebe Daniels. success; 
comedians don the big shoes and 
little hat of & Chaplin, while would- 
be emotional actresses copy to the 
smallest detail the walk and actions 
of ‘Elsie Ferguson, etc. 

We who have attained a certain 
degree of success in motion pictures 
manage help but feel pleased that 
our efforts have been deemed wor- 
thy of imitation. But that is pure- 
ly vanity. From a professional 
standpoint we know it is a poor 
thing for the future of the stage 
and screen drama, and whenever 
porelbie raise ‘up our voices against

N’T—Those of yot who aspire 
success: in motion pictures— 
DON’T BSITATE. The secret of 
Success in filmdom is originality. 
The person of unusual characteris- 
tics who first catches the attention 
of the public is the one who makes 
the big salary. Imitators must nec- 
essarily accept a declining scale, if 
not altogether repudiated by the 


public. : 

BE YOURSELF. That’s tHe only 
way to success in peteres, Develop 
your own personality to its highest 
possibilities. Study yourself. Train 
hose things about you which most

you that “divine spark” 


the poet speaks, sooner or later 
your merit will be recognized. Pro- 
viding, of course, that you do not 
smother your own abilities beneath 
an attempt to imitate some one else. 

It’s natural human b)eings the 
public wants to see on the screen, 
real people doing real things in a 
real wav. You can’t be natural, 
you can’t be real—if you imitate. 

I well remember my own lesson 
on this point. When I was still a 
ehild actress. I entertained a tre- 
mendous admiration for a certain 
star. I began to imitate her in ev- 
ery way. possible. 

One day my mother caught me 
as I was trying to copy her method 
of handling a dramatic scene. She 
thrust a mirror in front of my face. 
“Look at yourself!’ 

And I did. It wasn’t Mary Miles 
Minter at all, but some little girl 
with her face screwed up in a most 
unbecoming manner. Right then I 
learned my lesson. [I couldn’t hope 
to excel this great star in her own 
line—but I could make Mary Miles 
Minter the leader in her particular 
niche of dramaturgy! And since 
then I have tried to be just mysetf. 

Personality and originality are 
the two watchwords of motion pic- 
tures. Don’t kill them by imita- 
tion .of others.

Of very material interest to At- 
lanta and the state at large, is the 
fourth Red Cross roll call confer- 
ence, which convenes in Atlanta 
Tuesday for the purpose of complet- 
ing the details of the annual mem- 
bership appeal of the society. How- 
ever, in addition to a round-table 
discussion of organization plans, it 
is announced at southern division 
headquarters here, that an educa- 
tional program embracing substan- 
tially all the branches of Red Cross 
endeavor has been prepared for the 
occasion, the speakers including 
some of the foyemost Red Cross 
workers of state and nation.

Logan, assistant manager, and Le- 
gare Davis, director of publicity,

Wins the Hearts 
Of All Hearers 


It is an axidks in musical cireles 
that very few muSliclans can follow 
two lines of endeavor and do both 
of them well. The opera star sel- 
dom shines as brilliantly away from~ 
the footlights; the successful con- 
cert artist frequently does not show 
to advantage in opera. But -there 
are at least two Atlanta favorites 
who are succeeding in both, and 
another great star of opera who 
has proved himself equally at home 
in fancy costume or black evening 
clothes, 

Rosa Ponselle, dramatic soprano 
of the Metropolitan, who is to sing 
at the Auditorium this season as 
one of the six artists of the AlIl- 
Star Concert Series, has been even 
more fortunge than  Galli-Curci, 
who is the most popular coloratura 
in the world today in both opera 
and concert, and Titta Ruffo, the 
celebrated baritone, whose success 
in concert last season, though con- 
fined to a few of the larger cities, 
was as notable as the furore he 
created in the Chicago opera. Miss 
Ponselle has risen to the top in 
vaudeville, grand opera and con- 
cert—all within three years.

Retailer Must Keep Tab 
on Storekeeping Ex- 
penses if the Ledger Is 
to Show a Profit.

Profit represents the. merchant's 
ultimate gain—what there is left of 
margin after all storekeeping ex- 


penses are paid. 
The receipts from sales—the dol- 


lars that come into the cash regis- 
ter—are distributed three different 


ways: 
1. The original cost of the goods. 
® All storekeeping expenses. 
%. Profit or ultimate gain. 
The first item is always known. 
Items 2 and 3 are estimeted. They 
sre never absolutely fixed, and it is 


vecause of this very fact that the

Expense, if unwatched and un- 
»ridjed, will absorb the lion’s share.

“Nothing doing, the rest is ours, 
meaning that.enough of margin has 
heen allotted to storekeeping ex- 
nenses. The balance must be cred- 
to ofit.

nite one—to see that each side gets 
‘air play. 4 

“in. reality, expense and profit 
both are friendly interests. We 
must spend money to make money+.. 
Without investing in a store, stock 
eguipment, clerks, signs, newspaper 
advertising, we could not do busi- 
ness. Without a profitable outcome 
—_without substantial net gain from 
torekeeping labor—we could not 
thoose to shoulder the responsibil- 
ity of serving the public. 

It becomes the chief duty of the 
storekeeper, therefore, to see that 
torekeeping expenses are checked 
and controlled—to see that profit 
ittracts its rightful] number of dol- 
lars. 

This can be done by keeping ac- 
curate books on expense, and by 
nereasing profit to the utmost 
‘hrough the co-operation of service 


Analyzing Expenses. 


The shrewd merchant keeps his 
‘ost record book, and checks over 
‘is eleven major expense items as 
ollows: 

First, rent: second, light, heat, 
ower and telephone; third, salaries 
f owner and help; fourth, delivery 
‘ost: fifth, interest on capital; 
‘ixth, insurance, taxes, donations, 
iues; seventh, bad debts and collec- 
‘ion expenses: eighth, advertising: 
ninth, depreciation of equipment 
ind stock, repairs and renewals’ 
fenth, merchandising expense, such 
as breakage and spoilage, returned 
zoods, reductions and. mark-downs 
und eleventh, miscellaneous supplies 
for the store and office. 

He cannot eliminate these ex- 
penses: he doesn’t want ‘to elimi- 
nate them: they are essential to do- 
ing business. They are justifiabla 
expenditures necessary to sales and 
profit. But he can,.through under- 
standin’ these various items, con- 
trol and regulate them. 

He can keep a record of ’ each 
item. He can ascertain the total 
storekeeping expense: he can make 
sure that the mark-up on goods 
covers all of these expenses, and he 
can make sure that. not one of thesa 
items is exceeding its allotment. 

The dealer knows that once he 
has. determined the percentage re- 
lation of his total expenses to sales 
and established his mark-up on that 
basis, those expenses must be kept 
within bounds, because when theg¢ 
exceed their allotment, the differ- 
ence comes out of profit. 

On the average, it costs the gro- 
eers of the United States 15 per 
cent to run their: business. This 
Means that 15 cents out of every 
dollar of sales goes for expenses: 


that it costs $1.500 to make sales‘ 


amounting to $10,000; $3,000 to 
make sales totaling $20,000, and 
$7,500 to make sales of $50,000. Fif- 
teen per cent of the total sales vol- 
ime represents the cost of doing 
business. 

If, therefore, the mark-up is fige- 
ured upon the basis of storekeep- 
ing expenses being ‘15 per cent of 
sales, and close storekeeping ex- 
penses run from to 5 per cent 
more than that amount, the dif- 
ference can come only one place, 
namely, out of the dealer’s own 
pocket. 

It’s the little foxes that destroy 
the vines.

was a contributing cauS8e. 


} 
The British government, in an 


extensive investigation of acci- 
dents, found that stumbling and 
falling are the most frequent 
causes of accidents resulting from 
the absence of light, and the re- 
port of the United States census 
bureau for 1918, says: “The great- 
est number of deaths charged to 
any one accidental cause, 10,330, Is 
shown for falls.” The’ investiga- 
tion of the British government also 
revealed that during the four win- 
ter months deaths and serious in- 
juries resulting from falls were 
39% per cent greater than during 
the four summer months, thus 
showing the bearing of light on 
accidents. 

In all of the itIndustries where 
efficient safety work is being done 
and where large reductions in ac- 
cidents have been made, strong 
enmiphasis is placed on good gen- 
eral illumination of all depart- 
ments. Investigations conducted 
by one of the leading illuminat'ng 
engineers of America in some 200 
plants in which modern lighting 
systems were installed revealed 
that where rough work: Is being 
done, as in. foundries and steel 
mills, the total output was increas- 
ed 2.per cent, while fn textile mills, 
shoe factories, machine shops and 
other industrial plants where fine 
work and close application ts re- 
quired, production has been ftn- 
creased 10 per cent by the installa- 
tion of proper lighting equipment. 

The economic value of good 
lighting becomes readily apparent 
when it is known that the over- 
head cost of adequate lighting is 
not more than one-half of one per 
cent of the pay roll. In other 
words, a workman who is patd $4 
a day ‘can be made a more effi- 
cient and a more careful workman 
through the expenditure of ap- 
proximately 2 cents a day for ade- 
quate lighting. Anv plant mana- 
ger appreciates what a very slight 
increase in production is necessary 
to add 2 cents to the daily earning 
power of a workman 

Industrial managers are coming 
to realize that light not only tin- 
creases output and decrease acci- 
dents, but also plavs a most impor- 
tant part in making the plant a 
cheerful and pleasant. place in 
which to work. In these @ays, 
when the management is giving 
the most serious attention to the 
attitude of men toward their work 
and to questions of contentment 
and loyally, a plant that is light, 
cheerful and attractive no doubt 
has a great advantage over the 
dark, cheerless and unattractive 
plant. . 

Light has a positive influence {tn 
encouraging orderliness, cYleanli- 
ness and efficiency. In a plant 
where the windows have peen 
washed, the walls whitened with 
paint especially designed to reflect 
light, and effective lighting fnstall- 
ed, there has followed, almost tn- 
variably, a house-cleaning on the 
part of both foremen and work- 
men—all of which makes for effi- 
ciency, safetv and contentment.— 
American Industries.

Wholesale Grocer Says 
Evasion of Retail Con- 
tracts Means Loss of Re- 
spect and Confidence. 


In an open letter to the trade. 
Guy W. Rouse, of the Worden Gro- 
cer company, of Grand Rapids, 
Mic » With branches in Lansing and 
Kalamazoo, states frankly the! opin. 
ion of the business world concern- 
ing the dealer who attempts, at 
the risk of his good business name, 
to avoid a cut in his profits by 
cancelling his orders for goods that 
have declined somewhat in price. 
The manifest unfairness of this 
practice of trying to push the loss 
back on the man who has bought 
the goods with which to fill his 
order is clearly set forth by this 
big wholesaler: 

“During the past few days,” Mr. 
Rouse writes, “there has come to 
my desk letters from different 
parts of.the country stafing that 
certain unscrupulous retailers are 
refusing to take some goods bought 
On future contracts, and asking 


for an opinion as to what should 
be the answer to this type of man, 
A few of these unscrupulous ones 
have even gone so far in their self- 
ishness as to try and take goods 
on which there has been an ad- 
vance and try to refuse the goods 
on which they thought there might 
be a decline. 

“From our standpoint it Is hardly 
to be presumed that any of our 
regular customers who have given 
us future orders for goods will can- 
cel them now because they Know 


‘that we have already made our con- 


tracts for these goods to cover their 
orders, and it has always been our 
contention that the average retailer 
is honest. 

“While the conditions are such 
that the market on some items ap- 
pears to be weak, and prices are 
threatening a decline, there is still 


a grave question as to how many | 
of the items that we sell on future | 


contracts will be lower, and this 
applies particularly to. the canned 
goods market. 

“However, if there should be a 
‘lower market at the time of ar- 
rival of these contract goods’ it 
must be manifestly unfair, and dis- 
honest, for us as wholesdlers to 
tr yto cancel our contracts, and if 
such an action on our part should 
be dishonest, it must be equally 
dishonest for the retailer to try 
to cancel his contracts. 

“During the last few days of the 
sudden break in the sugar mar- 
ket, the situation has been very 
trying to the wholesalers. Practi- 


cally every consctentious wholesale | 


grocer in the country made con- 
tracts for sugar to cover the can- 
ning season in order to fulfil his 
obligation to the community. To

Will Aid Transportation 


Following History of 
y Transportation Prob- 


lems, Noted Expert, 
From Practical Stand- 


point, Outlines Brighter

(Editorial Note: The following

The subject under discussion, you 
will all admit, is decidedly one of 
the largest and broadest now con- 
fronting this country. In fact, for 
generationg this nation has been 
confronted with. this momentous 
problem, and millions upon millions 
ave been spent, and as many more 
millions will have to be spent be- 
fore the country will have attained 
the best method of transporting our 
goods from the point of production 
to the point of consumption. 

One could spend a lifetime read- 
ing the various essays and treatises 
on this subject, and still not advance 
very far, as the subject varies with 
peculiar regularity as conditions 
change. There is one thing cer- 
tain, our transportation problem is 
a most serious one. Industry has 
developed rapidly in the past few 
years; railways and waterways, and 
jn some parts of the country where 
highways have developed, are all 
taxed to the utmost, and this con- 
dition is responsible for congested 
delays, 

Briefly, and in order to avoid te- 
dious details, I will endeavor to out- 
line what seems to me to be the 
salient points of. transportation as 
t effected this country from the 

eginning, in order that in-the final 
analysis it will help us to under- 
stand the problem as it presents 
itself to us today. 

It js not so many years ago when

ome parts of this country -the 
mule pack. As the country grad- 
mages < began to be popuiated, this 
method gave way to the winding 
roads and the wagon, and jn. the 
spring, when the snows melted, the 
wagon stuck in the mud, so that 
it was not long before the people 
realized that some new system had 
to be devised. Thenecame a more 
permanent road. History states that 
in 1884 plank roads were intro- 
duced and that by 1846 they were 
in general use. Here ig the argu- 
ment that had to be us@d at that 
time to convince the pubifr to spend 
their money for plank roads: 


“The plank road is the road 
of the people, open to all, af- 
fording relief to the beast of 
burden, multiplying and cheap- 
ening the means of carrying 
produce ‘to market and afford- 
ing a delightful means of 
travel.” 

This was in 1834—only 86 years 
ago. 

Fortunately, the plank road was 
not to be of long duration, for just 
about this time railfoads were be- 
ginning to be promoted, and we 
all know how rapidly this change 
took place between the years of 
1846 and 1860. I am going to quote 
another extract from the history of 
transportation in the United States, 
as I believe it will help to fortify 
us and make us more capable of 
answering the arguments that are 
now put forth ,against modern 
methods and machines. This ex- 
tract shows the spirit of opposi- 
tion which developed in the New 
England states when railroads were 
first being promoted: 


“Many other groups were hos- 
tile. Farmers feared to lose 
their market for horses, hay and 
grain, and they foresaw also a 
rise in insurance rates to cover 
the increased danger of fire, 
Tavern keepers who derived 
their custom from stage and 
horseback travel set every pos- 
sible obstacle in the way af 
railroad construction, They were 
especially successful in Penn- 
sylvania on the route of Cones- 
toga wagon track. The wagon 
drivers themselves joined the 
stage lines in opposing the new 
means of transportation wher- 
ever possible. Many good peo- 
ple, too, feared moral decay and 
the effect on the reason of quiet 
folk whose habitual calm would 
be broken. The peaceable vyvil- 
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The latest evidence of Atlanta’s 
industrial progress is the announce- 
ment of the completion of Montag 
Brothers’ new  half-million-dollar 
factory at Marietta and “Magnolia 
streets. It will manufacture exclu- 
sively fine writing papers and en- 
velopes, and is the only plant de- 
voted solely to such. jin the south. 

The actua] purchase of the prop- 
erty was consummated last Novem- 
ber when Montag Brothers bought 


building is a five-story structure, 
modern throughout, and has been 
equipped with the latest devices and

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Montag Brothers are pioneers fn 
Atlanta's industrial world. " Begin- 
ning in 1889 they organized a con- 
cern capitalized at $10,000 and ‘de- 
voted to much the same line they 
have recently brought to such a 
high state of perfection. In those 
days envelopes were made by hand 
and production was accordingly very 
slow. Today their daily production 
is over half a_million envelopes and 
20,000 boxes of correspondence pa- 
per.

—steel die embossing, three-color 
work, fancy box work, etc., are car- 
ried on under one roof.

If you fellowg think that you are 
the only ones who have ever ex- 
perienced-rebuffs in your efforts to 
develop a new system, I think the 
above will convince you that you 
are wrong. 

I fee] it is unnecessary to attempt 
to illustrate further by quoting his- 
tory; the rapid development of 
transportation along all lines from 
1860 up to the present, as I feel 
quite sure that we are all familiar 
With the facts. What I am going 
to try to place before you is the 
| situation ag it exists today, and the 

real causes for the congested con- 
| dition of our ports and terminals. 
We hear a great deal about the 
shortage of freight cars; it is a fact 
that we have in this country about 
2,500,000 frelght cars. It is a fact 
that these cars are moving on an 
average of about twenty-five miles 
per day per car, and that possibly 
one-half of these cars, with a ca- 
pacity of thirty-five tons, are car- 
rying leSs than a carload of freight 
and some of them do not carry more 
than five tons. With these figures 


| Staring us in the face, I cannot help 


but feel that most of our troubles 
are due to the fact that the rail- 
roads and steamship companies have 
not come to a full realization of 
the fact that the terminals where 
these cars must be loaded. and un- 
loaded are not properly equipped 
with modern machines to handle 
the business, and that until they 
can see the light as we see it, I 
am unable to conceive of any real 
improvement in the situation. 


Perhaps I am thinking too fast— 
perhaps some of you do not see 
the situafion as I view it, but that 
the remedy lies at the terminals, 
I am convinced. 


The only deduction that I can 
make from the facts that I have 
gathered and from what my own 
eyes have witnessed at various 
places, is that the terminal faclili- 
ties are inadequate in practically 
all cities and ports, to handle the 
ever increaSing amount of freight, 
We have all watched these con- 
gwested conditions, and have seen 
the waste of time and effort that 
is now necessary to unload a few 
cars a day. 

I remember a reply made by a 
comedian on the stage when asked 
this quéstion: “What is a comic 
opera?” He replied: “A comic op- 
era is one joke with a lot of mu- 
sic written around it.” 

If anyone asks me the question 
today, “What is a terminal?,” I 
would be tempted to answer, “‘One 
shed with a lot of houses built 
around it.” It seems to me that 
in a great many instances new 
terminals will have to be built; not 
in the heart of the cities, but some- 
where in the suburbs, where ample 
space can be provided for the rapid 
Joading and unloading of cars, made 
possible by the use of modern 
devices and machines, My dream is 
to See nothing but concrete run- 
ways, whole fleets of trucks, trac- 
tors and trailers. together. with 
other modern devices, unloading 
whole trains of cars as they arrive 
in a much shorter period-than it 
now takes to unload three or four 
cars. 

The space for receiving and ship- 
ping in these large terminals would 
naturally be of such dimensions as 
to allow all manner of: street traf-

fic plenty of space for loading and 
unloading, and this would eliminate 
the street traffic congestion seen 
everywhere as you approach the 
present terminals. 

If we are to grow as fast, in the 
next fifty years as we have in the 
past fifty years, what will be the 
condition of our ports and terminals 
if these expansions do not take 
place and the country does not pre- 
pare for the enormous increase in 
transportation that is inevitable? 

Let us hope that the time is not 
very far distant when this dream 
will be realized. 

In discussing this subject I have 
endeavored to refrain from giving 
the impression that my remarks 
could be construed as criticising the 
present methods of transportation 
for the handling of freight at the 
terminals. We know that the best 
minds of this country have been 
struggling to find a solution that 
would enable the whole country’ to 
benefit therefrom, and in many iIn- 
stances they have met, and are still 
meeting, with difficulties which are 
hard to overcome. The principal 
obstacle, as ~ know, has been la- 
bor, but gradually the laboring man 
is beginning to realize that more 
efficient methods tend to help rath- 
er than to hinder him in his prog- 
ress. 


From the few extracts I have 
quoted, it is evident that the old 
systems had to give way to the new, 
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and it is perfectly natural to as- 
sume that this method of evolution 
will continue in the future. 

It is therefore just as natural for 
the stevedores to oppose the new 
methods and machines that must of 
necessity come into general use at 
terminals as it was for the stage- 
coach drivers to oppose railroads 
in former years, and it is also just 
as reasonable for ys to conclude 
that if there are machines that can 
eliminate four or five handlings of 
freight or that if there are ma- 
chines that can deliver material 
from ae freight car to the ghip’s 
tackle with only one handling that 
these machines will finally be ac- 
cepted and become part of our 
transportation system. 

So far I have only dealt in a 
general way with the subject of 
transportation as a whole, but there 
is another branch of transportation 
which is creating a demand for 
modern methods and machines, and 
varies with conditions that are en- 
tirely different in every section of 
the country, 

Production or quantity production 
has developed the néed for inter- 
departmental transportation, and to 
bring us to a perfect understanding 
as to what quantity production 
really means we should trace its 
history back to the days when an 
article was started and completed 
by one individual], or set of indi- 
viduals, when standardized produc- 
tion of units was unknown, and 
consequently interdepartmental 
transportation had no meaning as 
@ name or a title. 

In the old days of blacksmith 
shops at the cross roads, not only 
would the horseshoeing be done, 
but wagons, springs, bodies, axles 
and wheels—in fact, everything that 
went to make up the wagon—was 
made. In. the eighteenth century 
the furniture maker was found hew- 
ing the rough timber, working it 
into shapes for legs, braces, tops, 
sidings, and later assembling these 
units into the domestic article, to 
be topped off with its protecting 
varnish or paint, ready for 
the market. 

The farmer grew diversified crops, 
On his plantation were maple trees 
for his syrup and sugar. He had 
all the natural resources of the for- 
est for wild game and meat, and 
hides for tanning leather. The 
housewives, with their old-fashior 
wheels, made the clothes for the 
family. 

We know how far away from this 
primitive method we have already 
advanced. In those places where 
once these people worked in their 
primitive way now stands the in- 
dustrial plant, turning out thou- 
sands upon thousands of articles 
against one in former years. Each 
one of these plants has a trans- 
portation problem to solve in order 
to enable them to keep pace with 
the ever increasing demand. 

Progressive manufacturers and 
business men are beginning to reali- 
ize in a great many instances that 
underproduction has been caused 
by inadequate interdepartmental 
transportation. Our varied experi- 
ences in the past few years as miS- 
sionaries in this field I am_ sure 
have convinced us that gradually 
the doors are being broken down 
and that where we were formerly 
received a8 intruders we now find 
that in many instances necessity is 
compelling the use of modern meth- 
ods and machines and that our meés- 
sage is being sought as an economic 
means of solving the problem of 
interdepartmental transportation. 

In closing I cannot express too 
strongly the great need that we still 
have for educational work along 
these lines and I wish to commend 
the good work that this association 
has been doing and will continue 
to do. “There is nothing new un- 
der the-sun,” but there are lots of 
old things under the sun that must 


be improved.

What is the value of the ship- 
ping container to your business? 
What do you get for your money 
when selecting it?

When 
no inner packages are used the 
protective value of the container 
ts even more important. Would 
the mail order house be able to 
hold its patronage if its goods ar- 
rived in dirty, bent, broken or dam- 
aged condition? 

The advertising value of the 
package includes not only the ad- 
vertisements printed thereon, but 
also the quality of the container. 
If you manufacture a food product 
pack it in a good container to car- 
ry it, to protect it and to advertise 
its quality. The mind often judges 
a product by its packing, and first 
impressions are «lasting and hard 
to overcome. 

fince the value of the shipping 
container is of such importance to 
your business, it is poor policy to 
shop around for low prices. Buy 
from firms who-have the reputa- 
tion of making containers that are 
absolutely satisfactory. Hich- 
grade raw materials and good 
workmarship are the prime essen- 
tials in building strong containers.

For the first time in two years it 
is possible to look ahead and pre- 
dict with some degree of confidence 
that we are about to round the cor- 
ner leading to an easier money mar- 
ket. We are not quite there yet, 
but it may be said with some meas- 
ure of assurance that hy the middle 
of November we shall at least have 
arrived at the cross roads, 

This assumption is warranted for 
the following broad and general 
reasons: 


1. Some let up in extraordinary 


government expenditure, with the 
promise of an even more radical 
curtailment in such outlays during 
the oncoming year, until finally they 
fall back to a volume represent- 


ing a normal level for support of 
the ordinary functions of govern- 
ment. 

2. Substantial decrease in general 
business activities, accompanied by 
a sharp decline in prices of many 
raw materials entertng into the 
manufacture of goods, especially 
those designed to fill personal wants. 

3. Reduction of profits along the 
‘line from the employers themselves 
down to their laborers and office 
boys. There is going to be less 
“easy money” to be had for pocket 
lining. And when you cease lining 
the pockets of 100,000,000 people 
more or jess with hard cash, in 
amounts ranging from $5 to $5,000 
each, there is going to be more 
money in bank vaults, whére it can 
form the basis for profitable and 
constructive employment. 

4. More speedy liquidation of sta- 
Ple products than has been custom- 
ary during the last few years, when 
it has heen the fashion to buy com- 
modities not for the purpose of put- 
ting them into consumption in regu- 
lar course, but rather to hold for 
higher prices. In other words, there 
isn't going to be so much “frozen 
credit” represented by ban loans 
against commodities held and ecar- 
ried indefinitely for speculative 
purposes. This practice was a most 
enjoyable one during the late De- 
riod of reckless buying and hectic 
spending; but that era is over and 
its termination has been followed 
by many painful experiences in the 
commodity world. From now on 
there is going to be a more unani- 
moys disposition to realize simply 
the legitimate profits which are to 
be had fsom the norma] turnover 
in trade.

shoals. 

This, however, does not presage 
widespread and disastrous failures 
by any means. But it does fore- 
shadow an industrious checking up 
of credit files in the banks and a 
refusal of loans at any price to 
John Doe or Richard Roe & Co. 
if they are unable to present a 
statement of inventory (at the 
market) and accounts receivable 
whith can be converted into ready 
money in due course. 

While we are approaching a perit- 
od of easier money, we are at the 
end of “easy credit.” 

So far a sthe bill market is con- 
cerned, there has been, if anything, 
a slowing-up in the demand for 
bank and bankers’ acceptances. 

During the past month this has 
been quite natural. The banks in 
the large cities have been engaged 
in aiding the flotation of large loans 
and financing the crop movement. 
Their purchases of acceptances, con- 
sequently, have been smaller than 
during the summer months. 


On the other hand, the smaller 
banks throughout the country have 
been steady buyers of bills. 


Absorption by savings banks has 
also dwindled during the last few 
weeks, many of them preferring 
to invest in the recent issues of 
5% and 6 per cent United States 
certificates of indebtedness, of 
which $400,000,000 were sold by the 
government this month. 


Taken altogether, nevertheless, 
there hag been a fairly broad and 
satisfactory market for acceptances, 
though their movement has been 
somewhat slower than during Au- 
gust. This has resulted in some 
increase of bills in the handg of 
dealers and an advance in rates of 
about % oper cent during the 
month. It should be noted, how- 
ever, that decidedly more activity 
developed during the past ten days, 
with renewed buying of bills on a 
substantial scale both by New York 
and interior institutions.—From 
American Acceptance Bulletin.

“I am no prophet,” states Mr. 
Moore, “but it is my honest belief 
that within thirty days there 


going to be a great revival in busi- 
ness. Prices are going to be as 
high as they have been and goods 
in all lines are going to be ex- 
tremely scarce. : 

“There js no question but what 
the United States is today the 
storehouse of the world, and the 
rest of the countries have to come 
here sooner or later for the prin- 
cipal basic materials. Mexico is 
coming strong. Ten years of bar- 
barism has destroyed all its sur- 
plus and even its necessities. They 
are going to have to rebuilt from 
the bottom, and there is no other 
place they can go for mgoes and 
money but the United States, 

“Our merchant marine requires 
more coal than the state of Ten- 


nessee can mine. We are short to- 
day 400,000 freight cars that will 
have to be built as quickly as pos- 
sible. We are short probably 100,- 
000 to 150,000 engines, that also 
must be built. For four years there 
has been practically no _ railroad 
construction and the lines are need- 
ing supplieg of all kinds. We are 
short hundreds of thousands’ of 
homes that must be provided just 
as soon as conditions will permit. 
The surplus supplies of the world 


have been exhausted and they will 
have to be replenished. Why, then, 
can not we sell what we have and 
all we can make at good prices, 
“We are just as busy here as 
we can be—had a good week in 
Chattanooga last week, and we ex- 
pect to see an early revival of 


business. I can not see why the 
business of this country is going 
to the ‘bow-wows!’”

There are so mahy kinds of couches 
First of all there is the humble cot 
(which, when covered and cushione:!. 
masquerades as a couch during th» 
day), and the box couch which -;e- 
sembles it in general outline. These 
couches, if properly treated, can be «> 
successful in their way as any other 
kind. 


The cot must have a good. well-fitting 
mattress which should be fastened Pty 
some Way so that it does ot slip out 
of place when used. There are Maty 
comparatively inexpensive covers th-t 
may be used for these coucnes, altho a 
heavy rep is in many ways the mos‘ 
satisfactory. After the cover comes the 
question of cushions and bear in mind 
the fact that it is better to use too few 
rather than too many. The dav of 
couches loaded to the walking point 
with cushions of all colors and mz- 
terials is past. 

A cot couch which proved unuSually 
successful from all viewpoints had « 
rep cover of deep peacock green. Stand- 
ing in the eenter back and leaning 
against the creamy yellow walipaper 
were three cushions, two slightly over- 
lapping the center one. The one in he 
center was large, square, and rather 
fat, and covered with a plain materia) 
of deep peacock blue; On one side of it 
was a smaller cushion covered with a 
material showing a design in tan on a

ground of slightly lighter biue; while 
the third had a design in veacock blue 
and green with a touch of Chinese red 


on a ground of tan. Another good 
cushion arrangement for 3uch a couch 
is one very large cushion stancing at 
the center back, and lying across. the 
ends, bolster fashion, long melon-shaped 
cushions ending in tassels that trail 
their’ silky length over the edge of the 
couch, 

It is only on the chaise longue and 
boudoir couch that one’s 3y%2aritic love 


of soft downy cushions may have full 
play. It ig upon these couches that ons 
most truly rests, and formality of ar- 
rangément may be dispensed with in 
favor of anything that will add to true 
comfort; providing one does rot violaie 
any Of the laws that govern harmo ty 
of colors and line. Pillows of all shapes 
end sizes may be put on these couches. 
When taking a rest one wants tiny. pil- 
lows that will fit into the hollow of a 
tired back. or under an aching neck. 
as well as the larger ones that are vs- 
sential, too. The couch or chaise longus 
will’ probably be covered with an 2:- 
tractive cretonne so one larve cushion 
at least should be covered with the 
same material, and the others of plain 
material in harmonizing colors. 


Coming down to the couches for more 
formal use, we have the great soi 
double-cushioned davenports and the 
couches belonging to the period fur- 
niture. There is no doubt cf.the rest 
and comfort to be had from the daven- 
ports, but even that may De augmente) 
by a few well-chosen cushions. But 
they must be chosen with care, and here 
is another place where ‘t is better to 
have too few than too many. Three up- 
Standing square Ones at the back are 
usually all that are needed. If the 
davenport is covered with a ‘apestry cr 
figured velvet, the cushions mey he of 
the same, or they may be of the same 
material, but plain in color. 


Perhaps the hardest couch to make 
r@stful- from a physicai viewpoint is 
that of the formal period furn'ture, and 
yet such couches are not intended 10 
rest upon. Who thinks of resting in a 
formal room? But period furniture Is 
often used in rooms that’ zre not en- 
tirely formal and on couches in such 
rooms may be placed cushions if care ‘s 
taken in their choosing. One small 
cushion in the center back. sr & taee- 
seled mclon-shaped one at each end, if 
catred out in rich materigis and ha-- 
monizing colors, is quite permissible. 


: “Persnichety” Appetites 


O YOU have in 
your family on* 
or more of those 
‘finicky’ peop'e 
who have a deep- 
rooted antipathy 
for na:snips and 
carrots? You have 
not! Then you are 
fortunate, indeed. 
But do not rejoice 
too soon, “for 
there are other 
things, no doubt, 
that they should 
eat and don't. Per- 
haps one member 
dislikes tomatoes, 
and ancther fisn, 
cheese, milk or egés. 

In these days of the high cost of food- 
stuffs, we cannot afford to serve only 
those things whitch please the family’s 
palate. We cannot afford to serve 4s- 
paragus and pie and costly desserts 
with whipped cream when cabbage and 
bread pudding are much cheaper and 
just as nutritious. 


What shall we do about it, you say? 
Well, the only thing is to overcome for 
your family those unreasonable dislikes. 


You should remember, however, tbat 
food prejudices are of two kinds. Cer- 
tain foods violently disagree with ex- 
ceptional individuals even tho the fooas 
may be very palatable and harmless for 
the rest of the family. For instance, 
strawberries and fish for some peopie 
are poisons. Of course, you will not at- 
tempt to make your family eat anything 
that honestly A@ésagrees with them. 


Buf those other food aversions, which 
have their root in a disliké of flavor, or 
in a prejudice based upon the way you 
first saw that particular food served, 
may be overcome if the matter is ap- 
proached in the right manner. 


First of all, there must be a spirit of 
co-operation upon the food question. 
The subject must honestly try to like 
the food which he or she is tc learn +o 
eat. Then the dishes must be prepared 
in an appetizing way, seusoned to 
Suit the taste of the individual, and at- 
tractively served. 

A dainty table and food that is pret- 
tily prepared contribute much toward 
good digestion and a liking for the 
food itself. 


Introduce the new and cheaper food? 
into your menu gradually. Explain :o 
your family that many peopie are econ- 
»ymizing and that it is really a very in- 


teresting game. When there is the right 
spirit of co-operation, vleomargarine 
and glucose, will be appreciated, just as 
much as the butter and sugar which 15 
so much desfer. : 

There are great possibilities in the 
ordinary homemade cottage cheese. fT 
is an ideal substitute for meat. If you 
do not like its favor, sefve it with rai- 
sine, dates, or honey a8 @ sandwig! 
filing. You may use it with cream and 
sugar as a dessert or you may even use 
it es a dressing for salads. 
‘Add to your menu the 
pot herbs which may be used as orem 
instead of spinach. Celeriac, kolrabi, 
salsify, and Jerusalem artichokes ate 
all possibilities. 

Then, too, there are foods which we 
use@ to fee@ only to stock which are 
very palatable. Do not be afraid to try 
cow peas, soy beans, and the other 
legumes. Dasheen, the (‘entral Ameri- 
can gubstitute for the potato, and 
chayote are béing introduced into thie 
country. Do not hesitate to add these 
to your list of edibie foods. 

Just picture the courage it must have 
taken to eat the first tomato or the first 
oyster, and then you will be brave 
enough to add to your food supply!

women. Sokolowsky was a lover by na- 
ture. He carried on many affairs. He 
had a wife. 

He was a native of troubled Ukraine, 
troubled to-day as it has been troubled 
in almost every period of history. He 
came to the United States in 1918, and 
being a man of capability and educa- 
tion prospered well enough. He entered 
the employ of a Russian steamship com- 
“pany. Later he took employment with 
a photographing concern which turned 
out painted portraits. He was an 
artist and engaged in painting the por- 
traits which the photographing concern 
sold. In 1919, as a relief from an emer- 
gency, he became a workman in a New 
York State iron concern and instantly 
took his place as a leader. He domi- 
nated his fellow workmen, took control 
of their collective affairs, became the 
master of the local union. The presence 
of such talents could not escape the 
notice of the leaders or the officials 
of the labor organization. Sokolowsky 
goon, was taken into the employ of the 
American Federation of Labor as an 
organizer and immediately became influ- 


ential. He had a charm of personality, 


an honesty of manner and a clarity of 
intellect that called the favor of the 
workmen and labor leaders, as, indeed, 
it called the favor of more discriminat- 
ing persons than workmen and labor 
leaders—the women. Sokolowsky seemed 
destined to become a big figure in in- 
dustrial affairs. 

Recently there has been an important 
strike in the brass industry in New 
Haven, Conn. Sokolowsky, who had 
become a ident of New Haven, was 
one of the strike leaders. Two things 
were noted about him, two things that 
excited curiosity. He was the least hope- 
ful of the leaders of the striking work- 
men. He was inclined to be pessi- 
mistic about the issue of the straggle 
with the employers. He hinted it might 


be begt to accept defeat. 

It was observed that Sokolowsky spent 
money freely. His salary from the 
American Federation of Labor was $50 
@ week, but his expenditures seemed 
to be of a sort appropriate to a bank ex- 
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ecutive at $25,000 a year. He was often 
asked about this curious financial 


‘anomaly. He replied that he was spend- 


ing not His puny $50 a week—that he 
had an interest in a shoe company in 
Brooklyn which yielded him good re- 
turns. 

A sensation was caused in labor 
circles when newspaper stories appeared 
after Sokolowsky’s death telling that he, 
the bulwark of labor unionism, “was in 
reality in the pay of the circle of New 
Haven manufacturers against whom 
the .brass industry strike was directed. 
He took pay from the unions and pre- 
tended to serve them. He took a much 
larger pay from the employers and did 
serve them, informing them of union 
secrets and urging ‘the workmen to 
yield. A dangerous game! But Soko- 
lowsky met his doom through another 
and stranger causation. 

His double policy yielded him large 
moneyreturns, which money returns he 
used in gayeties in the pursuit of women. 
Perhaps pursuit of women is not accurate. 
The handsome, bfilliant Sokolowsky did 
not pursue women. They pursued him. 
He seemed to have accepted their at- 
tentions rather disdainfully, while en- 
joying those attentions as men‘ always 
do.

Sokolowsky had married her here in 
America some eight years before.

Sokolowsky did not love his 
spouse. Probably he had never loved 
her. He had married her on a. dare. 
What held him was a little girl, their 
six-year-old daughter. Sokolowsky was 
passionately fond of the child.. He 
flirted and philandered and walked in 
the ways of a gallant, but the only thing 
that held any place in his affections was 
the little girl, and it was she who kept 
him beside his wife and held him fast 
for doom. 

In the wife it was a case of mad love 
for the man who stood above her in 
charm, in intellect, in station. She 
cried out in despair that women who 
were far prettier than she was were 
competing with ‘her for her husband. 
She wept that she could not hold her own. 
She tormented herself with the refine- 
ments of jealousy; she vexed herself to 
insanity with a picture in her mind, a

But 
in the strange Sokolowsky case we have 
the extraordinary picture of a woman 
whose planned future was to make a 
man hideous and a thing to repel all

TRAGIC tenement fire ~has added an- 


other bitter event to the strange mesh of 
intrigue, soul-destroying disappointment, mystery 
and murder that has surrounded the world-famous 
Island of Cocos ever since the Spanish pirates 


buried their millions of gold and jewels in its 
depths. 

In the dun quiet of a big city house 
\there was the sudden flare and snap of an ex- 
plosion. Noone heard. A few moments Jater the 
cry of a woman in pain roused the great hulk of 
a man in a near room. He rushed to the sound. 
Flame burst out at him. He plunged ahead, his 
great arms thrust before him. With his right 
hand he seized the burning woman from the 
room, with his leii he ripped off her clothes and 
stifled the flames. Too late! Several days after- 
ward she died. ‘ 

The man was August Gissler, half-owner and 


‘former governor of Cocos Island. The woman 


was his wife. He was alone now, deprived of 
the comrade who had shared with him for over 
twenty-five years his dreams and his secrets of 
buried treasure, his governorship and his grim 
watch on that picturesque tropical island oif the 
coast of Costa Rica. 

“She was more than a wife,” he said. “She 
was a comrade. She stayed with me on the 
island. Once she waited there alone. When we 
two were in a boat, and I had to go tend the 
rigging, it was she who took the helm. I taught 
her to shoot, and we stood off attacks together. 
She was partner to all my plans. She shared 
my secret clues to the treasure. We dug for it 
side by side. She could stand up to any man for 
a day’s work. Now she’s gone, and I’m like an 
old wreck on a lee, shore.” 

Cocos Island is a tiny luxuriant volcanic suai 
300 miles off the coast of Costa Rica, 500 miles 
from the western end of the Panama Canal. It 
is the only island in the Southern Pacific be- 
tween San Francisco and Valparaiso having a 
fresh water supply. From twenty to twenty-two 
square miles in area it rises toa hejght of 2,800 
feet, with densely wooded hills and valleys, and 
two bays that offer harbor to incoming vessels: 
The story runs, and you have only to talk to 
August Gissler to be convinced that it is true, 
that in its caves, long since tumbled about by 
landslide and earthquake, lie buried from $30,- 
000,000 to $60,000,000, treasures of Spain and of 
Peru hidden there by scarlet-sashed brigands in/ 
the early half of the last century. 

Pedro Bonito was a Portuguese nobleman 
turned buccaneer. He sailed the West Pacific, 
some time around the year 1812, looting every- 
thing that came this way. He invaded Mexico. 
His store of wealth is said to have been greater 
than that of any pirate in all history. He had 
undoubtedly heard of Cocos Island as the hiding 
place for the gold of the older sea-robbers; for 
at the height of his career he went there with 
his band, buried his loot, marked the place and. 
started forth on new adventures. His voyage 
was short. About to be captured by a Spanish. 
gunboat, he blew out his brains—and all of his 
men were executed but one—Bug Thompson. 

In 1838, during the war between Peru and 
Ghile, the Peruvians feared invasion and the loss 
of their valuables. From Isima to Callao then 
they brought stores of crosses, altars, images, 
jewels and gold—jons of treasure are said to 
have been dumped into the hold of the Mary 
Dear, a British brig that happened to be anchored 
in the harbor. The fates link the story of Cocos 
closely; for Bug Thompson was in charge of the 
Mary Dear. True to piratical form, he murdered 
the guards, sailed for the Treasure Island, buried 
the new hoard, and was captured as he was 
making his escape. The Peruvians were deter- 
tiined to squeeze the secret of the hiding place 
from him; but he fled into the jungle. 

Years later, ‘he appeared in Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, and fell in with a man named Keating. 
One night Thompson had been drinking. Whiskey 
burst the caution of years. Apparently he told 
tis secret, and showed his marked map of Cocos. 
Soon after this, Thompson died mysteriously. 

Keating, then, with a man named Bogue, set 
out to discover the treasure. It is said that he 
came back from Cocos with mysterious wealth 
and with a whining story that Bogue had fallen, 
overboard during the trip. Keating died in 1883; 
but before that, he is said to have. passed on his 
secret to one man. 

Expedition after expaiitlies has been organized 
to unearth the fabulous treasure. Some have 
reached the island, some have turned back be- 
fore they even saw its rocky shores. Only within 
the past month another group of Americans has 
signified intention of sailing for Cocos. They 
will fail as all others except Keating have failed, 
says August Gissler; for the former governor 
thinks that he alone now knows where the buried. 
treasure lies, and his knowledge is the result of 
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thirté-two years of careful study ‘and .of more 
than twenty years of actual residence on the 
island itself. 

As men and women came back from their 
futile treasure quests, they would tell of this 
strange island, uninhabited except by its huge 
governor under Costa Rica and his wife. Quietly 
guarding the island, he always told them they 
were doomed to disappointment. He was well 
known along: the coast. Occasionally he came to 
New York or London. His name figures curiously 
seldom in the wild stories of adventure in. Cocos 
Island.

August Gissler’s life story js a drama of grim 
detérmination and perseverance. Thexe are those 
who may think that he is following a will-o-the- 
wisp; but August Gisaler is no fool. -The treasure 
of Cocos Island has been the ruling factor in his 
life, that's all! 

When Gissler set, sail before the mast as a boy 
of twenty, he was bold, daring and ready for any 
adventure. On his first ship he swapped yarns 
with an old Portuguese sailor; ‘who told the 
youngster, in dark, enchanted nights in the 
foc’sle, of the treasure-stored island of Paima, 
for which he was searching. He showed him e 
map with the clues marked on it. He fired the 
imagination of the eager lad.
